Vatican Incident Ts 
Happily Closed. 


Relations Between Roosevelt 
and Pope Are Now 
Restored. 


The Papal Nuncio at Vienna 
Publicly Calls on Former 
President. 


Rough Rider Receives Great 
Ovation at the End of

IENNA, April 16.-—-[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] Relations between Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt and the Pope 

were restored today. Mgr. Franito 

Dibelmonti, the Papal nuncio at Vien- 

na, called on the former President at 

the apartments of Ambassador Kerens 
at the Bristol Hotel immediately after 


nel. , 

The fact that the call was made 
publicly and unquestionably with the 
full approval“of the Pope demon- 
strates, as nothing else could do, that 
the Vatican incident is ended, 

The oecurrence today, official as it 
was, demonstrates that the head of. 
the Catholic Church considers that the 
attitude taken by Col. Roosevelt in 
Rome was justified under the elroum- 
stances. 

Undoubtedly the impartial way in 
which the American dealt with the 
Methodists, as weli as the Catholics, 
had something to do with the graceful 
act of the Papal nuncio. . ° 

The arrangements for the call were 
made by the nuncio through Ambas- 
sador Kerens, who is a Catholic and 
who proved just the man to deal with 
the delicate situation. Mr. Kerefis ad- 
vised the nuncio that he proposed to 
give @ lunch in honor of Col. Roose- 
velt. The Vatican's envoy asked if 
any @iplomatic representatives had 
been invited. 

Mr: Keréns answered in the negative, 
whereat the nuncio stated that under 
the circumstances he could not come 
but would be giad to call on Col 
Roosevelt American soil—that is, 
in the aparttients of the Ambassador 
—immediately after the lunch. 

DISTINGUISHED GUESTS. 

Mr. Kerens had a distinguished com- 
pany to meet the colonel, including 
the Prime Minister and various prom- 
inent Austrians and Americans here. 

The nuncio undoubtedly realized 
that his visit would be in the nature 
of a public affair and construed it as 
an indication of the abandonment b 
the Vatican of the position taken by 
Cardinal Merry Dei Val. Nevertheless 
he decided to make the call. 

The nuncio, in his official robes of 
dark purple silk and wearing a purple 
cap, entered the proom. Mr. Kerens 
hastened to greet him and then pre- 
sented him to Col. Roosevelt. Every 
one In the room was deeply interested 
in the meeting, one Austrian official 
remarking significantly: “It is an ex- 
pression of regret on the part of the 
Vatican.” 

What passed between the American 
and the nuncio only the former Presi- 
dent and the church dignitary know 
and neither will discuss the conversa- 
tion. It stands to reason, however, 
that the nuncio never would have 
called to see Col. Roosevelt had he 
not been authorized by the Vatican. 
Such an act, if unauthorized, would 
have cost him his post, and probably 
mean his diplomatic ruin. 

It, moreover, is known that the nun- 
cio expressed regret to his friends that 
the colonel failed to see the Pope. 
Personally he feels sincerely grateful 
to the former President for all he has 
done for the Catholic Church in Amer- 
ica, the PhillPpines, Cuba and Porto 
Rico. 

Whether they said any of these 
things is unknown, but the conversa- 
tion was entirely pleasant. Each man 
treated the other with marked re- 
spect. Every effort, apparently, js be- 
ing made to remové any disagreeable 
impression the diplomacy of Merry Del 
Val might have caused. 

Personally, | am not surprised at the 
nuncio’s action. There is no question 


as to the interest of the Catholic 
priests in Col. Roosevelt.’

Bureau of Identification Is a 
Great Asset 
| 
Criminals: Are Easily Traced 
by Pictures. 
Colored Cards Are Employed 
in System. 


With the Los Angeles bureau of 
identification the gubject of comment 
in all the eastern cities, Capt. Flammer 
is asked daily to explain details of his 
system.

The echo of a mining stock transac- 
tion was heard in the Superier Court 
yesterday, in the filing of an action 
by T. L..

ON HIS STOCK. 


SHARES OF FOREIGN COMPANIES 
SUBJECT TO LEVY. 

Supreme Court Upholds Judgment 
of Lewer Body in Suit Against 
County to Recover Money Paid Un- 
der Protest on Holdings of a Mexi- 
can Corporation. 


The Supreme Court handed down «a 
dectsion in the case of C. A. Canfield 
against the county of Los Angeles, 
yesterday, in which it affirms the judg- 
ment of the lower court in favor of 
the defendant. It is stated that a sim- 
llar decision is made in two suits 
brought by E. L. Doheny against Los 
Angeles county. 

The appeals were taken from a judg- 
ment in the Superior Court. The 
plaintiffs sought to recover taxes paid 
the county under protest. It was main- 
tained by counsel for Candeld and Do- 
heny, two well-known oil] mon, that 
assessment of stock in a4 
corporation to individual. stockholders 
is unauthorized and prohibitei by the 
laws of the State. Both plaintiffs are 
heavily interested in the Mexican Pe- 
tréleum Company, which owns large 
trac® in Mexico. 

Says the Supreme Court: “Appel- 
lants’ counsel seek to establish the 
trine that the tax here considered is 
in substance a levy on property lying 
outside California. Citizens are taxed 
for the support of the government that 
protects them and their property. It 
would be unfair to tax one citizen for 
personal. property of a tangible kind 
and omit the imposition of a similar 
burden on possessers of equally vaid- 
able property because the vaiue of po oy 
property dépends upon holdtnes of 
corporation in a coun where they 
May or may not be tax 

The doctrine for which the appel- 
lants contend, would in many cases 
prevent assessments in California to 
residents of this State of valuable 
stock in foreigh corporations. Assess- 
ments levied u such stock have 
been held valid even when . evidences 
of ownership were outside the State.” 

An opinion of the Supreme Court of 
Ohio is cited to the effect that the con- 
stitutional power to tax shares of stock 
owned by citizens in corporations lio- 
cated outside the State does not de- 
pend on whether the capitalization of 
the corporation is, or is not taxed in 
the State where the corporation is 
creat The Ohio court also holds 
that the power is the same whether 
the capital is taxed there or not; oth- 
erwise the. one of taxation cdn- 
ferred by t Constitution would be 
made to aepend upon the operaiion of 
laws of a foreign jurisdiction. 

The California Supreme Court, in ap- 


‘proving this decision, refers to its own 


opinion rendered in the case of Chese- 
brough against the city and county of 
San Francisco,

It was sald of the late Clyde Fitch 
that he never wrote a good part for a 
man, and of George Broadhurst that 
he never wrote a good part for a wom- 
an, and it suggested that they 
collaborate, Fitch to write the wom- 
en's part and Broadhurst .o white the 
men’s. Asa challenge tothis criticism, 
Mr. Fitch wrote “The City,” and as a 
challenge to his portion of it, Mr. 
Broadhurst has written “The Price,” 
the new play which will be seen at 
the Belasco Theater for the first yo 
on any stage Monday night, Apri 
This is the first play from Mr. Broad- 
hurst’s pen in which the women play 
the principal parts and which deals 
with the affairs of women, vot with the 
affairs of men. In such plays ae “The 
Man of the Hour” and “The Dollar 
Mark.” the playwright has dealt with 
financial and business matters. Even 
in his farces the central characters 
have been the men, as instanced by 
“What Happened to Jones.”

The herd of aphides thus reared is 
then milked. regularly for the honey. 
they secrete. 

“This seems to me.” said Lord Ave- 
bury, “a most remarkable case of pru- 
dence. Our ants, perhaps, may not lay 
up food for the winter, but they do 
more, for they keep during six months 
the eggs which will e them to 
procure food during the summer 
months, a case of prudence wunex- 
ampied in the animal kingdom.” 

At thé risk of making mischief, it 
seemed best in the cause of truth to 
convey these examples to the anti- 
ant champion. | found him at South 
Norwood, living in a charming cottage 
near the woods in which he makes his 
investigations of ant life. Besides be- 
ing known as a student of nature, 
Henry Hill has no small reputation 
among city merchants as 4% success ful 
banker.

The recognition is effected by means 
of the nest smell.

‘that they are making provision for the 
future? The remarkable fact that 
ants carry away to their nests and 
tend during the winter the eggs of the 
green fiy of ‘ant cow,’ and build cow 
sheds for the young fly when they are 
hatched, at first seems conciusive proof 
of their intelligence. But if you take 
young ants just hatched. and never 
having held any communication with 
older ants, and put them near some 
eges of the green fiy. the youngsters 
will carry away the eggs of the fly 
just the same. Therefore. I venture 
my opinion that it is instinct only 
— actuates the ants in this mat- 
Speaking of the way in which the 
meadow ant carries its exes from 
chamber to chamber of its nest tn or- 
der to deposit them where the tem- 
perature is favorable, Mr. Hil! eaid: 
“If we call that intelligence. we 
must admit that ants have a better 
knowledge of the right degree of tem- 
perature in which to bring up their 
little ones than human beings have. 
Then, again. ants have an instinct for 
ventilation that is absurd to call in- 
telligence. since, if we 4id call it 
that, the intelligence of ants would be 
greater than our own. In moist. cold. 
weather, they erect an elaborate sys- 
tem of domes for evaporation, which 
are promptly lowered in warm 
weather.” 
As a text for the whole discussion, 
Mr. Hill described one of his experi- 
ments. A watch crystal was filled with 
water and in the center of this minia- 
ture lake he made an isiand of grubs 
and cocoons of. ants. Soon one ant 
pointed one of its feelers in the direc- 
tion of the island and dropped a 
crumb of earth into the water. Other 
ants did the same until a bridge was 
completed. They were thus enabled 
to take the grubs back to the nest. 
Curiously enough, ante will make a 
bridge across a crystal of water with- 
out the incentive of an island of 
grubs. In fact, ants instinctively cover 
up any moisture or sticky stuff.

In “Where Men Have Walked” we 
have a specimen of the lowest strata 
of printed things. A New Thought lec- 
ture is far more desirable. A suffrage 
thesis, after such a book as “Where 
Men Have Walked,” I would welcome 
with open arms. Even Hall Caine has 
done much better. The person who 
could like such a book would be far 
better off if he had never iearned to 
read. It has every vice that a novel 
could. have, including that of pruri- 
ency. There are practically but three 
characters in the book, & young man, 
a Scotch pirate, and the pirate’s mis- 
tregs.

EW RECORD IS 
IN EASY HAIL. 


THREE-MILLION MARK CERTAIN 
FOR APR,” 


With a Million Six Hundred Thous- 
and in Permits Issued and a Million 
Three Hundred Thousand in Ap- 
plications Month is Biggest in 
Building History of City. 


The report the calef in- 
speetor ildings period from 
April 1 to April 15, inclusive, reveals 
that during this period of thirteen 
actual buainess days, the city depart- 
ment issued 520 permits for construc- 
tion projects, representing a cost of 
$1,593,597. Smaller Saturday morning 
items brought the aggregate vaiuation 
quite a bit in excess of $1,6v0,000. 

Te this huge sum may be added the 
$1,000,000 permit .for the Alexandria 
Annex, which has been @ied for nearly 
three weeks and which will be issued 
as soon as the necessary details have 
all been attended to. J. J. Bachus, 
head of the city building department, 
stated yesterday that about $300,000 in 
addition is on file for smaller build- 
ings, which will be added to the 
[month's total. At that rate, the $3,- 
000,000 mark in valuation is to all in- 
tents and purposes already and 
all previous records for a month's 
building activity completely distanced. 

The figures for the first half of April, 
1908, were 362 permits and $536,272, the 
increase in valuation for the present 
year being nearly 200 per cent. From 
January 1 to April 16, 1909, the total 
number of permits issued was 72123, 
while the total valuation was $2,921,- 

. The same period this year boasts 
$120 permits and $6.604,218 valuation. 
The gain in,permits is 992, or at the 
rate of 285 a month. The gain in val- 
uation is even more impressive, be- 
img $3,682,743, or 125 per cent. 

The week closed yesterday will long 
stand out as a conspicuous week in the 
building history of the city. The five 
biggest permits of the period aggre- 
gated in valuation $836,000, ana $211,- 
625 in smaller structures brought the 
business of the week up to $1,047,524, 
which is the largest single week's re- 
port in the history of the department.

Business Man Says Acreage !s Unusu- 
ally Large and Seme Labor 
Trouble Follows. 


Edward F. Zaiser, of the  Zaieer 
Brothers’ Produce Company has been 
spending a few days in Los Angeles 
previous to leaving again for the cen-| 
tral part of the State, where he has 
been representing his firm.

This left the growers in 
a predicament, which wae quickly 
remedied by bringing in several hun- 
dred Hindoos who happened to be in 
San Francisco awaiting transportation 
to any point affording opportunity. of 
working.” 

Speaking of the coming cherry crop, 
Mr. Zaiser stated that it would be larg- 
er than that of last year. “The 
cherries .were ripening rapidly when I 
left the north, less than a week ago,” 
he said, “and a few have already ar- 
rived in Los Angeles. This week will 
see the first commercial! shipments.”

OMBINATIONS WISE AND OTHERWISE. 

This is the age of combinations. That must be acceptell as a fact, and 
the industrial world will not go back. Combinations will become more com- 
mon in the feture. The age of simple individualism has long since come 
to an end. The man who tries to violate the Scriptural philosophy and live 
to himself alone must be a failure. His position in the industrial world 
must be, and remain so forever, at the bottom of the ladder. 

Modern banks are nothing but means for combination of many capl- 
talists in operating the industries of the day. The bank gathers the spare 
Wealth of many and loans it to one or to a few who are thus enabled to 
Operate a great industrial enterprise. The operators take all the risks. If 
there is a failure the loss ig theirs. If there is success the loaners of the 
money first take the interest out of the net earnings and then the operators 
divide the remainder between the stockholders in the industrial plant. 

The principles of political economy which justify the small corporations 
in combining their Own capital and borrowing that of others in order to 
build, equip and operate a woolen mill or a cotton mill, a grocery store or 
a flour mill, will also suffice to justify the directors of great railroad enter- 
prises In combining their own capital and that of others in the building 
of trunk lines and branches for feeders. If there is nothing improper in 
combining effort and wealth to construct and operate a one-track railroad 
between New York and Chicago, neither will there be in expandin}? this 
into a four-track road. The same reasoning will show to be proper a similar 
combination oh a larger scale to build a one-track line from New York to 
San with feeders all along the way, to expand this into a two- 


track line and that into a four-track line. : 

These will all be legal combinations, and will be wise ones, too, 
from the standpoint of the investors, of the employes and of the general 
public. The size of the corporation and the scope of its operations in no 
wise can reasonably be raised as an objection to its existence. - 

If. capital may be invested in one mill of any kind, there is no reason 
why the same promoters may not build the second mill in the same line 
of Dusiness in the same place or in another place, and why this second 
enterprise may not “multiply and replenish the earth” to the number of 
100, of.on grounds of abstract reasoning to the number of 1000.

It is an old adage evolved by political economists of the past that com- 
petition is the life of trade. Competition is nearly always legal. It is some- 
times far from being wise. When rivals in their competition enter 
into what is called cut-throat competition, then it becomes unwise, although 
it may not be illegal. That is a matter with which the government can 
scarcely interfere. It must be left to the competitors to so adjust their 
competition as to come within the scope of that other ancient adage grow- 
ing out of experience in political economy, to “live and let live.” 

Now we are x © gus that there is no reader who has gone thus far 
in thif’ article who will not feel an impulse to say “Amen” to every word. 
Tt will not matter what the man’s position tn society may be, what occu- 
pation he maybe in, what form of investment he may have found for his 
wealth. Ali will agree that all the above is sound political economy. ~ 

The paragraphs foregoing have been dealing exclusively with the use 
and investmént of wealth and the operation of industries through the com- 
bination of individual effort and the combination of the wealth of many 
persons. It need only be pointed to in order that all will see the truth 
of the statement that the right of way, the road-bed, the ties, rails, motive 
power and rolling stock are not the whole of a railroad. Neither are the 
building, the machinery and the stock of raw material the whole of a mi!! 
That is only one hand of the enterprise, and possibly the left hand at that. 
The right hand is the men who convert the railroad plant or the factory 
plant from a “caput mortuum” into a live industrial entity. A one-handed 
industry would be vastly less effective than a one-armed individual. He 
might make a fairly effective member of society in some kind of occupa. 
tion, but the one-handed industry would be absolutely dead. 

Eve that has been sald or can be said in justification of the 
combination of efforts on the part of the operators of any industria] plan: 
and of the combination of the wealth of many in establishing such a plant 
and keeping it in operation will apply with about equal force to the right 


So long as the scope of their efforts 
the bounds of fair reason and above all within the scope of the 
statute laws of the country or State in which they are, so long there can 
be no word of objection raised against all such combinations on the part of 
the industrial world known as employes in all the various enterprises of 
the time in which we live. 

The association of the individuals who will go into combinations to es 
tablish and operate industrial enterprises and the contribution of funds for 
such purposes are all absolutely voluntary. A promoter of any of these 
enterprises great or small is never so foolish as to attempt to coerce an 
unwilling person into association with him for any of these purposes. li 
he were so unwise as to wish to yoke himself: with a balky horse, the laws 


would not permit him. The same with the contribution of capital. No 
ean dictate to a banker nor to a private person that he must loan 

or put money into it as a stockholder. 
The laws will protect any corporation or 


the 
public for the 


things physical or moral, industrial or 
for the right hands of the industria) 
ced unwise and forbidden by 


it be restrained by law in the interest of the public at large from doing 
these improper things, while the employes who operate the enterprises arc 
permitted to do the very same things for the very same purposes and with 
the very same results, namely the imposing of exorbitant charges upon the 
industrial world for the services rendered by the right hands which must 
co-operate with the left ones in order to make the “wheels go round.” 

By all but those intent upon building up a labor trust, a mdnopoly in 
muscle, it will be conceded that the general welfare-of the whole public 
depends upon preventing a monopoly for the benefit of the right hands of 
industries as much as in the case of the left hands. We have argued that 
it was for the best interest of the promoters and the owners of capita) 
that the creation of monopolies should be prevented by law because such 
combinations would be unwise. We contend, too, that it is above all for 


the interest of the laborers of the country that their own kind should not 
If the laws guarantee a man the 


promoters who are about to 
establish an industry or who are operating one already in existence against 
being coerced into such a combination, it not on the same grounds of 
reason entirely proper and eminently wise that the laws of the country 
should’ protect employes who do not wish to go into any given com- 


ib binations of their own people from being driven or dragged into such com- 


binations.

WOULD MURDER. 


OLENCE USED 
BY UNIONITES. 


DYNAMITE ONE OF THEIR FAVOR- 
WEAPONS. 


Explosive Is Used to Wreck a Train 
Carrying Strike-Breakers to a New 
York Mill. 


In a statement recently issued by the 
unionites \of Portland, the claim is 
made that trades-unions are opposed 
to violence and that they make for the 
peace and prosperity of a community. 
Such a claim finds no support in any 
locality where an extensive strike has 
been entered upon to enforce union 
demands. The #¢iolence that occurred 
in the recent Philadelphia strike is well 
known. San Francisco suffered even 
more severely during the street rail- 
road strike in that city. 

A recent dispatch from New Castle, 
Ind., tells the following story: “A 
dynamite explosion at 3 a.m, today 
tore away fifty feet of the Pan-Amer- 
ican Bridge Company's plant, shook 
houses to their foundations, knocked 
down chimneys and shattered windows 
eight blocks away. The plant was bad- 
ly wrecked and much valuable ma- 
chinery was smashed into scrapiron. 
The damage will reach $20,000. 

“The officers of the company attrib- 
ute it to organized labor and detectives 
are at work on that theory. The com- 
pany adheres to the open-s policy 
and this has excited the enmity of 
some union men.” 

Another dispatch from Gorinth, N 
¥., says: “A carload of 100’ non-union 
men who were coming here to take the 
place of strikers in the mill of the In- 
ternational Paper Company was dyna- 
mited late last night and forced to re- 
turn to Saratoga. . Pistol shots were 


Such peace as these dispatches indi- 
cate does certainly pass understanding. 
The events are not unusual, but they 
never occur in communities where un- 
loniam has failed to become a domi- 
nant factor in industrial conditions. 
Unionism and violence are practically 
synonymous whenever anionite  de- 
mands are refused by employers. 

Could Marshall Rogers of Elwood, 
Ind., talk, he would discredit the state- 
ment by the Portland unionists re- 
ferred to above. Rogers, once wealthy, 
had recently been working in the tin 
plate mills of Elwood, as a non-union 
man, for which he was hounded for 
weeks by the striki plate workers. 
One morning recently suddenly lost 
his mind because of the abuse he had 
suffered, and had to 
sanatorium, from which the report 
comes that he will probably 
cover his reason.

DISSATISFIED. 


0-OPERATION 
WAS A FAILURE. 


END OF ENGLAND’S GREATEST 
LABOR COPARTNERSHIP. 
insistence of Labor Demands is 
Likely to Only Ruin industrial 
Establi nts, But in England it 
May Result in the Bankruptcy of 

the Government. 


The attempt of the labor unions to 
dictate the hours of labor and wages 
to be paid, presupposes the ability to 
conduct an industry éuccessfully. We 
have never found such a supposition 
to be true. Every enterprise inaugu- 
rated by unionites, to be operated in 
competition with an existing industry, 
becomes a failurg. The men who dic- 
tate wages and hours are unable to 
develop business whenever they be- 
come operators. Moreover, they usu- 
ally become dissatisfied whenever an 
operator concedes everything de- 
manded. In fact, they are a digesatis- 
fied element of population. A striking 
instance of this dissatisfaction is the 
failure of Sir Christopher Furness’s 
plan for operating the great ship yards 
under his control A year ago Sir 
Christopher took into partnership all 
the workmen in his ship yard, who 
were to receive 9 per cent. interest 
annually on all sums which they might 
invest in the business, in addition to 
their regular wages. At the same 
time, they agreed not to strike, but to 
settie differences through a -council 
composed of representatives of the 
management and the worki farce. 
In effect the workmen owned ‘the plant 
provisionally, but the working cap- 
ital was furnished by Si: Christopher. 
The plan received the hearty support 
of ex-Premier Balfour, as president 
of the Labor Codperative Association. 
But now, at the close of the year, the 
workmen announce an indisposition to 
continue the co0perative plan for an- 
other year. They complain that their

LIEUT. SHACKLETON BELIEVES IT 
A CERTAINTY. 


Will Not Plan Another Antarctic 
Trip Until He Learns the Reauit 
of Capt. Scott's Expedition—Has 
No Jealousy of Other Explorer and 
Expects Him to Succeed. 


{New York Sunt] Lieut. Sir 
Ernest Henry Shackleton, the 
British explorer, who got within 111 


miles of the South Pole a year ago 
last January, and was recently knight- 
ed for his work in the Antartic regions, 
says that all that stopped his expe@i- 
tion from reaching the South Pole was 
the lack of. fifty pounds of food. “With 
that we could have kept on. There 
were Only four of us, but we were on 
reduced food allowance from Novem- | 
ber 14 to February 23. In a desperate 
effort to make our supply last we came 
down te a ration of sixteen ounces a 
day. This was too little to keep the 
heat going in our bodies and I had to| 
advance the allowance to twenty, 
ounces. Even this was too little. In 
at res a man’s system demands 


T had cut down provisions and stores 
to a minimum. We started out with 
tinned, jam and sardines, and an Eng- 
lish plum pudding for Christmas Day, 
and then had to cache them at our 
first depot. We did not eat our Christ- 
mas pudding until on the way back, 
when we had our first square meal in 
three months. We had been hungry 
continuously in all that time. 
“You see, it had been generally be- 
HMeved that traveling te the pole would 
be very much on a ievel all the way, 
but the climb that carried us to the 
top of the plateau was hard, anéd it 
diminished our food supply vigorously, 
When we reached the last stage of our 
journey inland we on a plateau 
like that of Thibet, 10.000 feet above the 
level of the sea.

defies the imagination of man to conceive of what it is. 
This is in exact conformity to the law of the planets, 
including our own earth, which at its apogee goes slowly 
and accelerates its pace as it approaches its perigee. 
The reason for this is to nicely balance the centrifugal 
and centripetal forces, for if the earth moved as slowly 


at its perigee as at its apogee, it would be drawn into 
the sun and destroyed, whereas if it moved as rapidly at 
its apogee as at its perigee, it would fly off into space 
and be lost in a different way, perishing from cold in 
the one case as it would from heat in the other. 

We do not even know what a comet is com- 
posed of. Its tenulty, its lack of substantiality, is 
one of the greatest puzzles about it. This one in the 
sky now at some near day will pass directly between our 
earth and the sun, but it will not cast any more shadow 
than the atmosphere of our earth. The sunlight will 
gleam not only through its tail, but through the nucleus 
of the comet. As it comes down the skies toward us, 
at first there is no tail to the comet, but as it ap- 
proaches the sun this buds out as if it were some great 
bird from the unknown that sprouted and grew its tail 
feathers. 

We know the earth is bound to the sun because of 
the density of the two bodies. It is the attraction of 
matter to matter, combined with the revolution of the 
earth around the sun, that holds the planet in its orbit 
to its center. But what is the force that holds Halley's 
comet in its elliptical course around the sun? There is 
not substance enough in it to account for this according 
to the laws of gravitation, and why does it come from 
the regions of sunless space into our system, tailiess, to 
grow this immense flaming tail behind it as it comes 
nearer the sun? By what law is its speed accelerated 
as it approaches the center of our system in order to 
prevent it from falling into the sun and being destroyed, 
and what is the force that turns it around its far-away 
focus and sends it back after a period of seventy years? 
If we were to take the average speed of the flight of 
this comet through space and multiply it by the number 
of years of its periodicity, what an unimaginable dis- 
tance it travels out into space, away beyond the most 


distant of our regular planets; but Donati’s comet re- 
quires about a thousand years to make the circuit of 
its orbit. 
And if the human mind with the aid of algebra could 
reach out and comprehend what such a distance means 
as the remotest flight of Halley’s comet reaches, and if 


~ | going far beyond that limit we could reach even by the 


| flight of our imagination the almost limitless remote- 
ness of the farthest point in the curve in which Donati’s 
comet turns, we would still be only at the first letter 
In the great alphabet that must be used to spell the 
word infinity. 

Take another fact in nature, the electric current, and 
here the human mind has made vast conquests over the 
mysteries of nature since our savage ancestors looked 


| time when Franklin sent up his kite and caught the 
| electric spark upon his knuckles from the end of his 
door key. We know no more about the nature of the 
electric current than Franklin did, and he knew no 
more than he who looked upon it as a bolt cast by the 
hand of the anthropomorphic god of the Greeks from 
Mount Olympus. We know that our own earth is per- 
meated through and through with this force. It is 
found in the dead amorphic rock. It fills every globule 
of water in the oceans. Without it there could be no 


| life, no bud could burst, no blade could grow, no sen- 


tient being could breathe, no mind could think, no soul 
could aspire. But what it is, whence it draws its sup- 
plies, its hidden laws and its essential nature are as 
unknown to the most advanced scientist of our day as 
to the savage of a thousand years ago. 

Men have lived in this world 10,000 years, and have 
learned so much about the mysteries of their home, and 
yet know so comparatively little, are so far away from 
a fundamental understanding of anything about it or 
themselves, that surely the contemplation of the world’s 
many mysteries and of our inability to fathom them 
should naturally create in the mind of a thoughtful man 
the impression that ruled the spirit of Abra- 
ham Lincoln during all the hours of his ma- 
turer life. His biographers tell us that ~ Lincoln’s 
favorite hymn was the one beginning with the 
line: “Oh, why should the spirit of mortal be 
proud?” Abraham Lincoln was in many ways a pe- 
culiar member of the human race. Most of us are more 
like the king of old who vaunted to himself: “Is not 
this great Babylon that I have builded?” When we 
think how slow the progress of the race has been from 
ignorance to knowledge and how little of the sum total 
of nature's mysteries we have even begun to fathom, it 
would seem as if the natural conclusion of the human 
mind should be that it behooves us to be very slow in 
making up our mind to final decisions upon any of these 
mysteries.

The elephants come from the forests of Upper Burma. 
The wild ones are all owned by the government, which 
has an elephant department to catch and care for them. 
The elephant commissioner keeps track of the wild 
herds and annually sends out men to hunt them and 
catch the young bulls. The cow elephants and a certain 
number of bulls are turned back into the forests. The 
bull calves are retained and trained and are finally dis- 
posed of to the lumbermen, a few being kept for govern- 
ment use. 

In hunting the elephants, they are sometimes cap- 
tured in pits and sometimes led into corrals by means 
of tame elephants trained for the purpose. The tame 
beasts mix with the wild ones and lead them into the 
pens, whereupon the elephant hunters sort out from the 
wild ones those they wish to keep and turn the others 
back into the forests. Most of the elephants at Ran- 
goon have come from the government herds. 


In the Lumber Yards. 


I wish I could show you some of the huge beasts at 
’ work in the yards. They lift great logs on their tusks 
and stack them in piles. They carry timbers to the 
saws and lay the planks in order for shipment. Their 
every action shows reason and they seem to calculate 
cause and effect. At one sawmill I saw two beasts, each 
as big as Jumbo, piling lumber, working together. Each 
had a Burman, clad in turban and gown, seated upon 
his head, and he was directed by him. The man used

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The elephants gather up the scraps of lumber and lay 
them so that the workmen can rope them into bundles. . 
They also work at piling the boards and loading for the 
steamers, 


The managers tell me many of these beasts are em- 
ployed in the forests and at the lumber camps up coun- 
try. They are used for all sorts of heavy transporta- 
tion. They not only carry the logs to the streams, but 
aid in forming the rafts and booms. They wade or 
swim about, according to the depth of the water, towing 
the logs this way and that. When the logs come to 
the ports, they break the booms by pushing out the key 
log. They then take the timbers out of the water and 
put them on the cars, which carry them to the mill. 

In some places the elephants work together, and I am 
told there are boss elephants which keep the others up 
to their work and pound them with their trunks when 
they lag. In some yards each elephant has its own job, 
one class being used to carry hay for the stables and 
to mix the bran, molasses and other food which form 
the daily rations of the beasts in that establishment. 


Beasts Which Watch the Clock. 


These elephants at Rangoon are particular as to their 
working hours. They seem to almost watch the clock, 
for they get restless as the noon hour approaches, and 
stop now and then to wait for the bell. When the whis- 
tle sounds and the bell rings at 12 o'clock, they will 
drop whatever they have on their tusks and bolt for the 
feeding sheds. It is the same at night. 

I am told they have to be carefully fed and that each 
must have his bath twice a day. At one of the yards 
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long-coated Parsees from Bombay, worshipers of fire, 
who are devoted to banking and trading, and lean, 


wear only a sheet of cotton wrapped around their bare 
persons. There are Indian boys in caps of gold thread, 
cotton jackets and waist cloths; Hindoo women with 
rings in their noses, and Burmese girls clad in cotton 
or silk, with plugs in their ears. The costumes are 80 
many I cannot describe them. 


On the Streets. 


The traffic about the wharves and through the city is 
carried on by strange animals, and in strange vehicles. 
The passenger cab is the gharry, a yellow or black box 


Burman. The heavy freight is dragged over the roads 
in carts by the humped cattle of Hindustan, and great 
loads of goods are pushed and pulled along by half- 
naked men. The men work as hard as the animals, and 
the white sweat stands out upon their black skins as 
they drag the freight onward. There are also fine car- 
riages, owned by the Europeans, and even automobiles, 
with Hindoo chauffeurs in turbans. I ride about in a 
gharry at a cost of about 10 cents a trip, and my bag- 
gage was carried from the steamer to the hotel on a 
cart drawn by breech-clouted Hindoos. On the way I 
saw a Burman riding a bicycle plated with nickel. He 
had pulled his red silk skirt high up his thighs, and I 
observed that he had silver clasps on each leg, just over 
the knee, to hold it. He wore a turban and jacket, and 
sat straight as he rode. 


This afternoon [ took a street-car trip out into the 
country. The railway was an overhead trolley, and the 
cars were divided into two classes, the first of which 
costs double the price of the second. In order to see 
the people, I rode second-class, sitting between a Ben- 
gal Hindoo in jacket and calico trousers, and a Burmese 
girl, dressed in a cotton sarong, a jacket and a pink 
shawl, which was thrown over her shoulders. She had 
a fat cigar in her hand, and asked me to smoke. Be- 
hind me were two Hindoos wearing skull caps embroid- 
ered with gold, and a Burmese gentleman, well clad 
and wearing amber plugs in his ears. In front was a 
Burmese woman, with a baby in her arms. The child’s 
head was shaved clean, excepting a patch on the crown 
the size of a dollar. And then there were Mohammedan 
women, close veiled;. Arabs in fez caps, East Indian sol- 
diers in turbans, and Chinese with queues hanging down 
their silk gowns at the back. As we rode on, we passed 
the carriage of the governor, a magnificent landau, 
hauled by white horses, with coachmen and footmen 
gorgeous in livery, and a troop of outriders in front. We 
went by rice mills and lumber yards, in which elephants 
were working, and at every turn of the wheels, saw a 
new picture of this Burmese biograph show, which is 
one of the strangest of the Far East.

The Oddest Postoffice. 


The queerest postoffice in North America is probably 
located here, where a simple wooden building shelters 
the offices of two countries. The structure is cut diago- 
nally by the Canada line, being almost equally divided 
by the imAginary boundary. The northern half con- 
tains the postoffice of Beebe Plain, Quebec, and the 
southern half the office of Beebe Plain, Vt. They are 
separated only by a ten-foot corridor, using this pass- 
ageway and the same door in common. George H. 
House, postmaster, looks after the mail of the two 
Offices. As a result of red tape in the postal regulations 
regarding the transfer of mails, a letter mailed at the 
Vermont office for the Canadian office across the hall 
travels over 200 miles before delivery. 

Previous to 1899 the United States postoffice was loca- 
ted in a dwelling-house and the Canadian office in a 
store. In neither case was the service wholly satisfac- 
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tory, but it seemed to be the best arrangement that 
could be made. However, in 1899 the idea was con- 
ceived of utilizing the old store, located right on the 
line, for both offices, and finally the present arrange- 
ment was perfected so that a most satisfactory service 
has been provided. 

Patrons of the double postoffice can do their postoffice 
business by making one call. Two doors, one on each 
side of the line, open into the lobby. The distance be- 
tween the postoffice boxes of the two countries is ten 
feet, the international boundary line running through 
the space between the two sets of boxes. If a letter is 
by mistake dropped into the wrong box, it is passed to 
the right office and sent on its way. 


A letter posted at Beebe Plain, Vt., for Beebe Plain, 
Canada, will go south on the Boston and Maine Rail- 
road from Beebe Junction, Vt., to White River Junc- 
tion, 111 miles on the same route, and thus continues 
its way to Sherbrooke, P. Q., thirty-four miles farther. 
There it is again transferred and returns to Beebe 
Plain, P. Q. 

That is, after having a ride of twenty-four hours and 
going 290 miles, it arrives at its destination, ten feet 
from where it started. 


Or perhaps it goes on another train south on the Bos- 
ton and Maine to Wells River, Vt., eighty miles. There 
it is transferred and goes back via Bebee Junction to 
Sherbrooke, P. Q., 114 miles, to be transferred again, 
and returns to the building it started from thirty-two 
hours before. It has traveled 228 miles. 


The village has a population of about 100 on the Ver- 
mont side and about 600 on the Canada side. All of the 
places of business are on the Canada side, so most of 
the patrons of the office are Canadians, but they are 
very willing to avail themselves of the unique arrange- 
ment and use either office that will give the best results. 

The “line” itself is quite narrow here—in fact, it is so 
narrow that it cannot be seen, except where the iron 
posts appear. Some persons have stood in one country 
and written their post cards or letters in the other.—

HERE is a charm in the life of a wild bird of 
prey. Like the Indian who once hunted his daily 


and killing creatures almost as crafty as themselves. 
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+ The eye of the bird of prey is doubtless the most 
perfect organ of sight that exists. Think of the eye 
of the eagle that distinguishes minute objects from 
high in the sky and dives to strike with an accuracy 
that seldom fails. The osprey sails high over river or 
lake and even under the wind-roughened surface, dis- 
tinguishes a smal] fish and tells whether it is within 
striking distance. Most marvelous of all is the sight 
which enables the ow! to strike in the darkness the 
mouse which we can scarcely see even in the early 
twilight. 


The talons of some of the larger birds of prey are ex- 
tremely strong. The feet of the osprey make a splen- 
did fish trap, one from which no fish can escape when 
once caught. The great curved talons of the eagle are 
most effective, and are certainly the strongest of all 
birds. When they once close on an object, the clutch 
is so tight that it can scarcely be loosened unless the 
bird’s leg is severed. The strong claws ere not only 
used in catching food, but are carrying

where a freshly-killed pig was hidden in the same way, 
the naturalist said it was traced out by the vultures by 
the blood which was left behind as the body was car- 
ried to its hiding-place. 

The food of the buzzard consists largely of carrion. 
Birds living on such a diet naturally bear much of the 
same odor. For this reason, it is not likely they would 
detect the odor a long distance away, much less dis- 
cover fresh meat which is not near at hand, through 
their power of smell. ‘ 

How often we see buzzards soaring about in the sky, 
some skimming just above the treetops and others 
drifting like mere specks, hardly visible to the eye.

A short distance from the 
ranch house ran a small stream whose banks were 
fringed with willows, which trees Jim Crow used for 
his home. It had been some time since [ had seen 
crows flying about abundantly and heard their once- 
familiar “Caw,” and the sight of these intelligent black 
friends was worth the trip had there not been innumer- 
able other delights. 

The sight of these crows reminded me of my girlhood 
days when one of these birds was the pet of the fam- 
ily—the joy and the despair, for he all but talked with 
us in his sociability, and he stole and hid every small 
thing he could get hold of.

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| along an open roadway we found the lutescent warb- 
ler, one of the early migrants, gleaming from a weed 
stalk; goldfinches, white<rowned sparrows, California 
and spurred towhees were in abundance near at hand, 
while meadow larks sang in the distant fields. One 
covey of quail was also seen. A large bird was giving 
unearthly calls from the eucalyptus grove, but from our 
station we were unable to see just what it was, and 
the call was a new one to me. Later, when we came up 
on the other side of the grove, while we were watching 
in the thicket for small species, a large bird which 
proved to be a red-bellied hawk, flew out from way 
above our heads and, looking up, we saw the large, 
bulky nest built a hundred feet or more up in a tall 
eucalyptus, We had been sitting in plain sight of it un- 
mindful of its presence, nor would we have noticed it at 
this time had not the bird given her high-pitched, un- 
pleasant cal]. The bird was joined by her mate, and 
together they circled about in their graceful way, giving 
frequent calls. It was evident that our presence dis- 
turbed them. Finally they stopped their circling and 
calling and flew away. Perhaps they had made up their 
minds that we could not harm their treasures and had 
gone for food. They did not return to the grove while 
we were there. Later in the day we again -visited this 
spot, being anxious to know if the birds were really 
brooding. Seated where we could see the nest, with 
eyes riveted on it, we waited. Getting the nesting hab- 
its of a species, though intensely interesting to one 
who cares for that sort of thing, is at times also in- 
tensely tiresome. The sun beat down upon us, and 
our attitude, heads thrown back, was not as comfortable 
as it might have been; yet had we allowed ourselves to 
change or look away we might have missed that for 
which we were looking. After twenty minutes’ watch 
the big bird glided silently from thé‘ nest and was lost 
among the tall trees. [mn a short time she came near 
the nest and called, but it was evident that she did not 
mean to come while we were there, for soon she flew 
away, and we saw her ho more. : 


For years it has been held by farmers that any bird 
of prey was their enemy and must be killed. In conse- 
quence, they have often been needlessly overrun with 
rodents. In the last few years, however, thanks to the 
investigations of the Biological Survey of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at Washington, we know that the 
majority of hawks and owls are among the farmer's 
best friends and should be guarded as such. In this 
State, the Cooper, Sharp-shinned, and Duck hawks are 
not protected because of the game, fowl, and smal! 
birds which they destroy, but all the others are deemed 

| more beneficial than otherwise. 


These red-bellied hawks, we are told, eschew every- 
thing with feathers when other food more to their lik- 
ing can be found. By choice they feed upon snakes, 
lizards, frogs, insects, and crawfish. I was told that this 
pair of birds had nested for years in this grove, nor had 
they been known to molest the barnyard fowls. 


One of the interesting species that we were watching 
when the hawks took up our attention was the junco, 
a bird of the finch family. They are winter visitants 
only, and are somewhat loca! in their distribution, be- 
ing seen abundantly in some places, and not at all in 
others. I[ have never seen them in the Arroyo Seco. 
These birds had black heads, necks, and upper breasts, 
conspicuous whitish bills, gray backs, and light breasts 
with buffy sides. 


[I was surprised to find hooded and Bullock's orioles 
about in the dooryard, since in my neighborhood they 
had not as yet arrived from their winter's stay in the 
South. They were more than three weeks earlier than 
up our way. They were the same bright, beautiful crea- 
tures who left us a year ago. It did indeed seem good 
to see them back and to hear their cheery song. These 
birds are especially fond of the nectar of the abutilon. 
-They are not so graceful in their attempts to get it as 
are the tiny humming-birds who are also extremely 
‘fond of it, but that does not prevent them attempting 
it. So must we all strive for that which we most dearly 
prize. 

Though I saw about thirty species of birds within a 

short distance of the house and within a few hours’ 
stay, I was told of very many more thet had been com- 
monly about all winter, but which did not happen to be 
in sight while I was there. It was, indeed, a birds’ para- 
dise, 
On my way to the depot from this attractive spot I 
was given another treat. Down in the village we went 
to a home where a screech owl had for several winters 
made his home. Back of the house was a water tank 
On an open support; on a beam in a shaded corner, un- 
der the tank, sat this little gray bird. His coloring was 
of the softest gray, his markings making him resemble 
a tree trunk, old and furrowed. We were told that 
every night, just at dark, he flew forth, always fight- 
ing on a near-by tree before starting on his night's hunt. 
His fondness for mice and other small rodents makes 
him a valuable adjunct to the neighborhood. 


As I sped back to the city and reviewed all I had 
seen I recalled lines from ant’s “Thanatopsis,” and 
felt how true they were: 

“To him who in the love of Nature holds communion 
with her visible forms, she speaks a various language.”

The vender has the shoes, or 
slippers, principally the latter, strung on a long stick 
which he carrjes on his shoulders, and he wanders from 
street to street, tunefully calling out: “Zapatos, zapa- 
tos muy barato; quien quiere zapatos?” which, trans- 
lated, means: “Shoes, very cheap shoes; who wants 
shoes?” 

Then there's the chap who carries huge hampers filled 
with stockings, underwear, neckties, ribbons, laces, all 
startlingly cheap and of the most glaring and aggressive 
hues, for the Porto Rican wants his or her adornment 
loud or not at all. “Quincallero,” which means haber- 
dashery, and the extra nasal twang given by the vender 
to the double “]” and “r” as he screams the word in 
the street, makes it impossible for the sound not to pene- 
trate the thickest wall—and the walis in Porto Rico are 
often quite two feet thick. 


You overtake a hawker walking before you in the 
middle of the street with three or four small] boys at his 
heels. On his head he carries an ice-cream freezer, full 
of ice and heavy, canted at such a dangerous angle that 
at first you wonder if he may not be a professional jug- 
gler. Between puffs at a rank cigar he sings: “Mante- 
cado, mantecado, Hielado,” as though an ice-cream 
freezer would be apt to contain anything else than “ice 
cream” or “water ice.” 

Watch him while the boys gather about. The freezer 
rests on the pavement now; off comes the cover of the 
inside tin; a small scoop soon fills a glass with the cool 
but doubtful refresco, and the boy, without the aid of a 
spoon, leisurely uses his tongue until he empties the 
glass, which is later “washed” in a small bucket of dirty 
water. One cent a glass is the price. 

A countryman finds his larder depleted and himself in 
need of change. He pursues a fowl (his own or some 
one’s else,) ties its legs, puts it under his arm, and off 
he starts for the city. From street to street he wanders, 
shouting “Gallinas, gallinas!” (chickens) until you think 
he might have about fourteen crates of the birds. If an 
American asks the price it is immediately 60 or 70 cents, 
with the prospect that, if the victim is not an “easy” 
one, the final upset price may be reduced to 20 cents. 

The cocoanut man, by day, pushes about a smal] cart 
full of green cocoanuts, which, with the husks on, are 
twice as large as when offered in the market in this 
country. “Agua fresca,” he sings, “Coco de agua.” 
Hail him and he displays a villainous-looking machete 
with a blade two inches wide, a scythe-like blade two 
feet long. He deftly trims off one end of the nut, mak- 
ing a small opening by a peculiar wrist twist, and hands 
you a cocoa filled with delightfully cool and sweet wa- 
ter—water, not “milk.” You drink from the nut and 
hand him 3 cents. Should you desire to eat the half- 
ripened meat—which is really not bad—he will chop 
open the nut with the same instrument, in a manner 
that makes you think he may include a thumb and one 
or two fingers as lagniappe. But the operation is per- 
formed without loss of blood. 

All night long, these cocoa venders are stationed on 
street corners, and the belated citizen, before retiring 
to his penates, stops and quenches his early-morning 
thirst for 3 cents. Frequently it is necessary to kick 
the proprietor of the cart several times in the ribs be- 
fore you can extract him from his slumbers, for he 
sleeps beneath his cart, and Porto Ricans are adepts in 
the art of sleeping. 

“Pastellilas, pastellilas,” long-drawn-out and pro- 
nounced as only can one with Latin blood, is the cry of 
the pastry man. His equipment is a tray about three 
feet square which he carries balanced slantingly on his 
head. One not born to carrying things that way would 
dump his wares in the street many times a day, but in 
Porto Rico you see youngsters carrying all sorts of

From 7 in the morning until 10 at night, cigar and 
cigarette and cheap jewelry sellers station themselves 
on the corners displaying their goods in small glass-cov- 
ered cases which are often supported on portable stands, 
and there are no less than fifteen or twenty of them 
in San Juan alone with as many more in Ponce. They 
are “merchants,” these chaps, in a class by themselves, 
socially outranking the wandering hucksters. If you 
wish to make a purchase do not be in a hurry for, if 
the owner of the “establishment” is chatting with a 
friend he will not wait on you until he has come to a 
full stop, and as the native conversation is principally 
punctuated with commas, patience is an imperative vir- 
tue in Porto Rico. 


Then, of course, there are the charcoal men, and 
the men who sell oranges or bananas, or eggs, or bread, 
or vegetables, or fish—always with their goods balanced 
either on their heads or on poles over their shoulders— 
and as they appear day after day with fresh wares, 
some one must buy. And still there are stores, plenty 
of them, well stocked and attractive, too: but the stores 
do not apparently suffer through this outside competi- 
tion.

The First .Mathematics. 

The cradle of mathematics is in the tally marks of 
the savages, believes Maj. Charlies E. Whbodruff, the 
anthropologist and military sanitarian. The natural 
way of recording numbers is by tally marks, and it is 
the universal custom of mankind, at least of all intel- 
ligent enough to count. 

Historians of mathematics use the term tally marks to 
refer to the notched sticks, but it is here meant to refer 
to any simple marks or scores. Tally marks must be 
so distinctive that they can be read no matter how the 
coin or stick is held, vertically, horizontally or inverted. 

The modern six or nine would have been useless, since 
they would have been undistinguishable unless the top 
was known. Therefore we find many instances in which 
the numerals have been inverted or inclined at various 
angles, as it was no practical importance at first whether 
they were upside down or not. 

Our two, as well as the four, five, six or seven, all 
have been inverted and reversed at times. There may 
also have been reversals of the forms due to the fact 
that the people from whom the Arabs obtained the nu- 
merals probably wrote from left to right, while the 
Arabs wrote from right to left and the Buropeans from 
left to right. : 

In addition to this one Sanskrit language was written 
from right to left and another left to right. When 
forms of numerals are evidently tally marks the ancient 
tribes probably would not stick to any particular ar- 
rangement, but form new ones provided they indicated 
numbers. This is the most reasonable explanation of 
the evident tally-mark nature of the numerals. 

Ten is a nine with an extra stroke, and the eights are 
sevens with an extra stroke. The four, five and six 
also clearly are derived from groups of marks. In 
course of time by slurring, omission of strokes and 
adding embellishing flourishes the manuscript forms 
arose. In the seven there is a perfect gradation of evo- 
lutionary forms to our present seven. . 

In the four the resemblance is seen by making an as- 
sumption. In the five there is more evidence of an at- 
tempt to write decisively one of the X forms of the 
Chinese. The supremacy of the Chinese is explained by 
the fact that the Chinese numerals were the first idea- 
graphs in the field.—[Chicago Tribune.

Up Santa Ynez Canyon. 


A WOODLAND NOOK IN THE COAST 
RANGE.

EST of Santa Monica the mountains approach 
the sea, cliffs overhang the beach, and the shore 
line is diversified by pinnacies of rock. On ac- 
count of its scenery the coast road is much traveled 
over. It bridges many little streams, which most peo- 
ple pass by without notice or any notion that their 
course through the hills may be worth exploring. 


A pool of brackish water, where the sand banks of the 
shore have dammed back the stream, a patch of salty 
herbage, a tree or so in the background where the lit- 
tle valley twists out of sight round a corner, fhat is all 
one sees from the Santa Ynez crossing. It is the first 


which so conspicuously marks the end of the first bay 
west of the long pier. But the insignificant-looking 
stream has cut right through the mountains. Trail it 


the heart of leafy solitudes. 

A high and sloping mesa, of which the cliffs are the 
seaward abutment, intervenes between the roots of the 
mountains and the shore. Through its soft strata the 


abruptly against the wild shrubbery of the hills. The 


stream has cut a deep ahd winding channel, an open 
grassy vale in which cattle pasture. The stream is only 
a brook after Tennyson's famous model; but with the 
“fairy forelands” set with lupines in place of willow 
weed, and the mill conspicuously absent. So, except, 
after heavy rains, the wanderer can follow its course 
up with no more trouble than an occasiona! stride or 
two across stepping stones. 

About a mile from the beach the grassy mesa ends 


mesa, by the way, is a rich field for Mariposas in May, 
and just now (in April) is starred with Gilias of all 
tints. The floor of the deep trench which forms tye 
vestibule of the cafion is entirely covered with syca- 
mores. Their tops, colored a pale green by the bursting 
buds, indicate the course of the hidden stream, which 
in past midsummer was adorned by many a clump of 
stately leopard lilies. 

Stepping across to the west bank, the end of an old 
trail is picked up. It winds along one of those grassy 
ledges at the hill foot which are such a beautiful feature 
of the cafion. The wild walnuts bar the path with their 
straggling stems and low branches, nesting-places for 
the more confiding birds, which flutter away at the 
sound of a footstep. The tassels stil] hang from the wal- 
nuts; and their fresh spring foliage contrasts sharply 
with the scarlet berries which a thrifty holly saved for 
an Easter display. 

The ledge abuts against a rocky portal, where the 
stream pours in a cascade out of a narrow gorge. The 
pillars of the gateway are embossed with great rounded 
pebbles, the stepping stones look like fragments of a 
colored mosaic pavement, The rock is the same in both 
cases, a conglomerate of water-worn stones united by a 
cement nearly as hard as themselves. It is the very 
core and bedrock of the mountains. 

The stubbornness of this rock has led to the formation 
of the gorge. In the gouging out of a valley, rain, frost, 
and wind act in harmony with the flowing stream. 
Shales, clays and all soft strata they undermine easily, 
and widen the valley from above, while the stream is

ness of the conglomerate prove that the stream has re- 
ceived less aid than usual from its allies. 


The plums fixed in the cement of the “pudding stone” 
are as varied as the pebbles on a beach. Most of them, 
however, are obviously granite. In the crannies of the 
crags root just such plants as are at home in a garden 
rockery: Stone crops with their rosettes of leaves, 
creeping ferns, and mosses. On the shady side, where 
the water drips down, cluster the biggest fronds. 

As for the trees, they care little what kind of rock 
underlies the soil, as long as their roots can reach wa- 
ter. Therefore they are massed densely in the bed of 
the cafion. On the dry and bush-covered hillsides a 
tree, standing in the lee of a rock platform, is a land- 
mark. Below the sycamores are just now more remark- 
able for the quaintness of their forms than for their as 
yet undeveloped foliage. With their blotched and bluish 
limbs twisted into knots and abrupt angles, they are the 
contortionists of the woods. 

The live oaks at this season are stained with unusual 
tints. Green they are not, at any rate the full deep uni- 
form summer green is lacking. Observe their crowns 
under the searchlight of the sun's rays, which -brings 
out their golden color, like the “nimbus” in a portrait. 
And this is due to the yellowness of the budding leaves 
of some kinds, but still more to the thousands of little 
spikes and tags, bearing the antlers and golden pollen, 
which are now produced. In other cases the new oak 
leaves are red or reddish-brown. So the trees, in this 
transitory phase, are curiously mottled with colors, olive 
browns and fleshy pinks on a ground of yellowish green. 

Above the gorge the cafion opens out again. In the 
deeper soil of the wide recesses the oaks grow to great 
size, and with more spacing for the trees the effect of a 
park on a smal! scale is produced. One happens upon 


little bits of open lawn, with a background of dark- ©. 


leafed, scarlet-flowered bushes. It is an accident of 
nature, of course, but it looks like landscape gardening. 
Some of the bushes have gone to fruit, producing a great 
quantity of small and prickly gooseberries. They are 
not worth picking, except to eke out camp fare, which 
is usually deficient in vegetables. Stewed and served 
with sugar, they are passable. 

The glory of these wild woodlands is the bay. No- 
where in the county is this beautiful tree more numer- 
ous or of greater size than in these coast cafions. Top- 
ping. the bank above the stream, or sheltered in a nook 
of the hill, one sees their pyramids of glossy green. The 
narrow pointed leaves are produced in such profusion 
that from crown to root the bay is draped, its limbs 
concealed. It blossoms soon after New Year. The pale 
golden flowers are tarnished now, and the fruit, which 
is something like a small pear, is beginning to form. 
To “flourish like a green bay tree” seems to have been 
a Syrian metaphor. Our bay tree, too, always looks the 
picture of health and vigor. 

As regards its neighbors, there is something rotten 
in their state. Many of the sycamores appear lean and 
spindling. Trouble has come to them, as to some hu- 
man beings, from an “affinity’—the mistletoe, which 
causes a bald spot to spread in the crown of the tree. 
Bunched up amid the bare twigs, the mistletoe may be 
mistaken for a loosely-constructed bird's nest. A closer 
inspection shows how the parasite is welded into the 
tissue of its host; it looks as if it had been grafted there.

High winds are so rare in these 
sheltered spots that decayed branches remaih long at- 
tached.

Some of the oaks are smitten with disease. Their 
branches wither, and the leafless twigs bear the bitter 
Dead Sea fruit called “oak apples,” a kind of vegetable 
tumor or morbid swelling. Here is a dead cottonwood 
which the lichens have settled upon, covering its decay 
with a feathery growth, like a petrifaction. The gray 
green of the lichen evidently took the fancy of a bird 
-that was matching shades in building material. A long 
bag nest hangs close by, and the whole crazy-quilt cor- 
struction has been shingled over with scraps of the same 
lichen. 

The farther one penetrates, the more is the solitude 
emphasized. Apparently no one lives here. There is not 
a shack to be seen, or any human “signs” except some 
fragments of newspapers. A Sunday Times, dated in 
last June, has legibly weathered the winter rains. Deer 
live in these mountains, but not a head was seen, nor 
any wild animal save a solitary gray squirrel. 

About four miles from the sea the cafion practically 
ends, breaking up into narrow ravines. Following up 
these rough and bushy clefts, one might get through 
to the other side of the range, the level country west of 
the Cahuenga Pass. The aides of the cafion are here 
comparatively low and not so steeply inclined as in the 
gorge below, which seems to lie directly under the tall- 
est peaks. 

Near the headquarters some cattle were feeding. Last 
summer there was a corral in the cafion, and the ground 
was dusty, the herbage cropped and trampled. Perhaps 
this explains the remarkable absence this spring of all 
those blue eyes and purple cups, Nemophilas, Phacelias, 
et al., which used to cover the turr under the trees. 
Some lily stalks are coming up, but not in their former 
profusion, when clumps of lilies, each with perhaps 
twenty or thirty buds, were to be seen within a mile of 
the beach. In place of the blue flowers in the grass 
there is a great quantity of chickweed and the golden 
specks of clover flowers. But the lilac, a thorny shrub, 
has not suffered, and being later here than inland, cov- 
ered at Eastertide large patches of the hiliside with a 
veil of watery blue. . W. RBID.

Effects of Altitude. 

People it seems do not look their best 26,000 feet up 
in the air. The effect on the human system of balloon- 
ing at high altitudes is discussed from a physician's 
viewpoint by Dr. Flaming of the general army staff in 
the German Aéranautical Review. 

The writer, who has experimented upon himself as 
well as on others, says that above a height of 5000 me- 
ters, or roughly 17,000 feet, swooning fits become fre- 
quent, necessitating constant applications of oxygen. 
Inhalations of nitrogen, otherwise harmless, were im- 
mediately attended by insensibility, the face assuming 
a violet hue. Two breaths fro ma noxygen flask always 
restored consciousness. 


Pressure of the blood on the brain, shortness of breath 
and palpitation increased in proportion to the speed of 
the upward flight, until at a height of 8000 meters, or 
26,660 feet, an instant’s removal of the oxygen mask 
from the face meant an immediate lapse into uncon- 
sciousness. A physical exertion equalling the lifting of 
an eight-pound weight caused a grave acceleration of 
the pulse and respiration. 

These unpleasant feelings, Dr. Flaming says, were en- 
hanced by the terrifying aspect of fellow-aéronauts’ 
faces owing to the simultaneous action of the sun's rays, 
the extreme cold and the lack of oxygen. The scanti- 
ness of breath, strange to say, is not anything like the 
ordinary choking sensation. The most trying experi- 
ences were muscular cramps, chiefly affecting the move- 
ments of the jaws and fingers.. The pulse at 26,000 feet 
rose to 110 and 113, often barely noticeable and some- 
times intermittent. Respiration was on the average 
thirty-four a minute —[New York Sun.

HE blue Méditerranean and the wooded Alps are

doubt; that her citizens contributed largely to teaching 
the arts of civilization to the Romans is also as un- 
questioned as it is that after long and bloody wars the 
Romans succeeded in wiping the city out of existence. 
But the Carrara marble mountains remain almost as 
they were when shrouded in the solitude and silence of 
pre-Adamite man

far into the future they may be quarried before their 
immense wealth will be exhausted. The quarrymen say 
that the mere trifle of 3000 year’s work in them has not 
yet done more than to scratch the surface, and an in- 
vestigation seems to bear out this assertion.

As the men at work on the pier heard the tumult of the 
coming winds, they rushed in fear and trembling to the 
shore, and the storm king, laughing at their panic, 
lifted the car with one feeble breath, and tossed the 
fourteen-ton marble block into the sea as though it had 
been a straw. 


On the pier and out from the shore up and down 
nearly a mile we see nothing but marble, apparently 
enough to enable every one to dwell in marble halls. 
Slabs, blocks, rough unhewn chunks, in one place, they 
are in piles like slices of bread prepared for the picnic 
luncheon of a party of giants; in another they are scat- 
tered over the ground, almost like a pavement 
boards. The monuments and tombstones in 
teries of the great cities of Paris and London 
feeble show besid« this collection of white slabs. 


are dragging flat cars loaded with marble slabs and 
heavy blocks, the former to be shipped to all parts of 
the world for the tops of jables, mantles, tombstones, 
and tiling for floors, the blocks for public buildings in 


A gentleman prominent in business here informs me 
that they employ oxen because they are cheaper than 
horses, and can draw heavier loads.

No one here ever thought of using a pony engine in 


This little pier is handy to load vessels from, but it 
affords no protection to craft from the unruly storms, 
which come unbidden and are as terrible in these 
mountainous regions as they are unwelcome. The Ligu- 
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The interior walls of the Coliseum and the immense 
baths of Rome were all lined with pure white marble 
slabs which the robber barons stole for the walls of 
their castles. Many monuments were destroyed by in- 
vading armies. Conquering soldiers are always van- 
dals. How much of Carrara marble art was destroyed 
in the many invasions in Rome can never be known. 


Our car moves on up into the mountain, where we 
see a few men digging and hauling on both sides of the 
track. Here is a forty-ton block of marble, drawn by 
thirty-four oxen. A convenient switch would have done 
the work in a tenth of the time. Off there to the right 
a dozen able-bodied men have three immense blocks, an 
aggregate weight of fifty tons, which they are moving 
down a steep hill, covered with bits of marble. 


To my mind they do their work very ingeniously, for 
it is no small job to handle fifty tons of stone and slide 
them a mile down a steep hill. Should the blocks get 
away from them, they would go crashing down like an 
Alpine avalanche, crushing everything in their way, 
even invading one quiet village of 400 or 500 souls. 


A Perilous Job. 


To bring these heavy blocks down to a lower level is 
one of the hardest and most perilous jobs the quarry- 
men undertake, and some of the men engaged in it get 
double pay on account of the danger they incur. The 
first steps in their work consist in driving a number of 
heavy stakes, twelve or fifteen feet apart, deep into the 
hiliside down which the blocks are to be lowered. A 
heavy cable is wound around the highest stake and the 
other end of it is attached to the stones to be lowered. 
By the use of jackscrews and crowbars the side of the 
block next to the incline is raised a few inches when 
greased poles, or soaped skids are pushed under it. The 
blocks are thus far held fast by the heavy cable, but 
when the greased poles are inserted under them, the 
rope is slowly paid out and the huge mass, first pushed 
a little, begins to slide down. The ponderous mass 
moves slowly down the hillside. Six men are required 
for this operation: two at the stake to pay out the rope, 
two sit on the top of the blocks, ready to take the rope 
and hold back if the stake should show signs of giving 
away, and two walk immediately in front to remove 
large stones which may be encountered and to replace 
the skids under the block. The three to five-inch 
hempen cord is paid out as fast as the stone moves, and 
as soon as it has passed over two skids, the men on the 
top pick them up and hand them to the men in front, 
who place them under the block, which passes over 
them again. Thus a continuous soaped railway is kept 
before the block as it slides down. The work has been 
carried on after this fashion from the time whereof the 
memory of man runneth not to the contrary. The Ital- 
fan government, which, like all monarchies, is very pa- 
ternalistic, recently provided by law for the use of three 
cables in lowering these blocks of marble, but the law 
has always been a dead letter, the work going on in the 
same old-fashioned dangerous way. 


The steam car has now brought me to a typical Car- 
rara quarry scene. Here are two men sawing a block 
of marble by hand. They have a little money invested 
in their saw, and they think they must keep it moving. 
They pay the government a small royalty and make a 
fair living, competing with the steam works in the vil- 
lage down the hill. 


Anxious for an American Trust. 


I run across more business men up in the mountain, 
and again hear the same old story: “We need an 
American trust here. We would put all our quarries 
under the management of some efficient American busi- 
ness man; we would put our property against the money 
he would advance and each take a certain amount of 
stock from him.” 

Then another gentleman remarks that “a man who 
needed a mild climate for his health would do well to 
come here. He could make 25 per cent. and get well if 
he were sick.” 

I question this assertion about the big profits, but the 
man would not rebate a farthing, and the other men re- 
iterated that what we need is a “troost.” I could not 
repress a smile at the constant reiteration of a longing 
for an “American troost,” as they called it, when one 
of the company exclaimed with emphasis: “Si, Signor, 
more work would be done by machinery, and a profit- 
able use could be made of the billions of tons of débris 
that are now only a threatening incumbrance.” 


The working of the quarries began with slave labor. 
The next step from slavery was working for the govern- 
ment, based upon a division of profits. As this did not 
lead to satisfactory results, individuals and joint stock 
companies bought quarry land. One man owns over 100 
of the 500 quarries in these mountains and he has be- 
come one of the wealthiest men of Italy by working 
them. When the mines were worked on shares for the 
government shrewdness and business capacity always 
enjoyed the fruits of their superiority. One man econo- 
mized his earnings, and finally bought up the output of 


other workingmen, and his family fortune is today a 


good many millions of dollars. 
Increased in Value. 


The quarries have rapidly increased in value. Prop- 
erty worth 30,000 francs ten years ago will today bring 
150,000. In a recent transaction it was necessary to fix 
the valuation of a number of quarries and parts of 
quarries and experts agreed upon 240,000,000 francs. 
The thirtieth of that sum would have appeared a ridicu- 
lous exaggeration ten years ago. 

Today a man can take possession of a quarry as a 
prospector enters his claim for a mine in the United 
States, but if he does not work it in a month any 
other person can enter and hold it. Generally the quar- 
ries are worked on shares, the proprietor receiving one- 
seventh of the output. 

Such business is always subject to a special contract, 


and the owner often receives one-fifth or one-fourth of 
the net profits. 


This railroad that took me up into the mines would 
do a good business were it not suffering from the com- 
petition of oxen. 


There are many objects of interest to be seen here, 
among others an art school, established by Napoleon I. 


In this commune of Massa-Carrara, the last census 
found a population of 119,000 people, all of whom live by 
the trade done in the quarries. The city of Carrara and 
its suburbs have 50,000 population, every one of whom 
derives his living from the quarrying and selling what 
the Romans called “Marmor Lunense.” Six thousand 
men are employed in making excavations and 4000 in 
cutting, sawing, and polishing. The hotels are toler- 
able; in the art school innumerable specimens of fine 
art are on exhibition; there is an “American bar,” 
where all American drinks are as unknown as any of 
the lost arts, and there are scores and scores of places 
where little statuary and everything that can be made 
of Carrara marble are offered for sale. 


I will be greatly surprised if these rich quarries do 
not in the near future pass under the control of Ger- 
mans, English or Americans. Native capital has not 
the hardy, enterprising character to make the improve- 
ments demanded, and capital is scarce here, and won- 
derfully timid. 
who do not know a good investment when they see it 
and who are more inclined to put money in masses for 
their dead ancestors than to place it where it would give 
work and improve the condition of the living. 

Carrara lacks nothing, in the opinion of the people, 
but an “American troost.”

of sunshine to the prisoner in dungeon deep. We oft 
hear quoted: “Stone walls do not a prison make, nor 
iron bars a cage,” nevertheless they do unless the wall 
* be about a garden and the iron bars in the gate. Even 
then, with the ingenuity of man taxed to the utmost, 
we can never be close to the great throbbing heart of 
nature. 

We may draw somewhat close, but if the whole world 
were rummaged for the best in flower, bush and tree 


breast, and responsive to it the “back to nature” exodus 
each year becomes more pronounced. 


House Border Planting. 


NLESS the wooden part of a house comes down 
| Uo a level with the soil, some effort should be made, 
either with soil or in rockeries, to “bank” the plants up; 
that is, to have them higher against the building than 
at the border next the lawn. In this way one may use 
small growing plants and yet get the effect of larger- 
growing kinds. If an occasional rock may be made to 
jut boldly out from the mass an added interest and 
variety will be given.

The 
city dweller, unless he builds a stone wall, a tight board 
fence or other blot upon the fair face of the earth, may 
have no privacy, no satisfying enjoyment of home life, 
and even if inside his own plant-bestudded and vine- 
covered stockade, he is still far from nature limitless, 
free, and undefiled. 


Dame Fashion has decreed that her slaves (and she 
has many in the owners of Los Angeles gardens) shall 
. have no inclosed gardens except they be in the rear of 
the residence, so that the city owner ‘has no alternative 
but to conform to the accursed prevalent style of open, 
expressioniess, closely-barbered lawns, evidently as 
much for the public as for the owner. So if you would 
have privacy you must retire to commune and commis- 
erate with the ash barrel or shut yourself in the house, 
for if sitting on the front porch you are so pestered 
with the clang of street cars, the chug of automobiles, 
the rattle of wagons, collectors, inspectors, solicitors, 
children, dogs, dust, wind-propelled newspapers, weeds 
or other rubbish and such a host of other undesirable 
features incident to city life that one would fain ex- 
claim: “O for a cave on some wild distant shore.” On 
the other hand, in the country we are ever in the midst 
of soul-satisfying scenes and experiences; not among the 
pampered and coddied exotic plant life of the city gar- 
den, but amidst the luxuriance of our own natural 
charms in flower, bush, tree and mantling vine, than 
which none can so mellow and soften the ruggedness 
of the rockbound hill and cafion in almost imperceptible 
transition to the quiet, flower-carpeted meadows be- 
low; thus completing the perfect landscape. The bound- 
less and unobstructed expanse of earth and sky, the 
crispness of the air, the song of birds, in short the natu- 
ralness of it all recalis to the homeward-bound visitor 
that in the city he each year is drifting farther from 
that quiet, peaceful, restful life to which (by right) he

Bive-Leaved Acacia. 


CACIA CYANOPHYLLA is now in bloom, really the 
| beeen crop of blossoms borne by any species. In 
habit the tree is round-headed, but drooping, and the 
spread is fully as great as the height. The specific name 
of this tree means blue-leafed, and that it is true to 
name may be noted at a glance, for the leaves are very 
bluish, ranging from a half-inch to a full inch in width, 
and generally more than six inches in length. All 
leaves except those out on the flowering shoots are un- 
dulating or wavy. Acacia saligna (meaning willow- 
leafed) is also sold for the former. A saligna has green, 
flat leaves, not wavy, but otherwise the trees are much 
alike, even as to desirability, for either will prove 
highly satisfactory when in bloom. 


The Tree-Flowering Swainsona, 


HE white-flowering Swainsona which we know as 5S. 

galegifolia alba flowers more abundantly than any 
other shrub in the pea family.

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A Talk About Books. 


THOMAS NELSON PAGE GIvEs HIs 
IDEA OF A NOVEL. 


From New York Sun. 


HOMAS NELSON PAGE, who now makes his home 
T in Washington, came up to New York the other day 

to say good-by to his brother-in-law, Bryan Lath- 
rop of Chicago, who was leaving for the Mediterranean. 
After some persuasion, he consented to talk about nov- 
els and criticism of the present day. 


Mr. Page has never lived quite far enougt or quite 
long enough away from his native State to los) his Vir- 
ginia accent, and when you talk with him tt is like 
hearing one of the characters in “In Ole Virginia’ or_ 
in “Marse Chan” or one of his other stories of southern 
life. He inherited, for instance, the broac a which a 
New Yorker or a westerner usually has toinp ort. Then 
he says “gyirl,” which is typically Virgin.an, and as 
southerners have always done and Boct-a ans have 
been learning to do of late years, he uses an r only 
when it occurs at the beginning of a word. 

Time deals very gently with Mr. Page. Accirding to 
his biographers he is in his fifty-seventh year, Sut his 
hair and mustache, which are naturally light in color, 
seem hardly to have felt the frost. His eyes tw nkle 
easily, and if he makes a statement that seems sey «re 
it is softened by their expression. Hi voice in conve: - 
sation is low and well modulated, and vou feel that he 
is earnest in what he says. ae 

“What am I doing now?” he said, repeating the ques- 
tion. “Well, [ have been asked to write a boy's life of 
Gen. Lee, and I have it in mind to write boy’s lives of 
several great men, something in simple language that 
will portray them to younger minds. Then I want to 
write a novel something along the lines of ‘John Mar- 
vel, Assistant,’ to show the hardships in social condi- 
tions as affecting women. I believe a novel is the 
proper form in which to do this, because a novel ought 


to portray life.” 

“By what does the public judge a book?” he was 
asked. 

Mr. Page shifted his position in his chair and leaned 
forward. 


“Of course I have tried to work out what the pubiic 
judges by,” he said slowly, “but I am far from certain 
that I have reached any right conclusion. In the first 
place, we must distinguish absolutely between the popu- 
larity of a book and its merit. 

“The best seller may be the best book of a season, 
but it is a question whether it is likely to be. The qual- 
ity that makes a book survive even for a short time is 
wholly different from that which puts it among the best 
sellers. To survive it must be true to human nature 
and must contain some sound reflection of life, whereas 
the best seller need not possess either quality, though 
it must of course have a temporary interest. 

“All literary memoirs talk about a book of the season, 
and in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred after their 
particular season no one has ever heard of them. News- 
paper criticism can affect very seriously the sale of a 
book, and possibly many a book has been killed in its 
infancy by sharpened pens of adverse critics, but I 
question whether after a book gets on its feet criticism 
can affect it in the least except as to mere popularity. 
If it has merit it will reach those who know merit. 

“I am of course,” Mr. Page said parenthetically, 
speaking generally. No author is likely to feel that his 
own merits are quite appreciated. Moreover we are all 
given to thinking that favorable criticism is our due 
and that the unfavorable sort is inspired not so much 
by personal animosity as by stupidity on the part of the 
critic. 

“One thing that strikes me very forcibly is the differ- 
ence between the way in which American books are re- 
ceived in England and the manner in which English 
books are received on this side. While English essays 
appear to me to be better generally than ours, our novel 
seems to me quite as good as the English productions 
of that class. The only difference possibly is that our 
people like to read about English life, thinking they 
will absorb something remarkable, whereas an English 
reader eares absolutely nothing about anything outside 
of England unless it be a tale of adventure. But for one 
favorable notice of an American book in England you 
will find fifty of an English book in America.” 

Mr. Page was asked what he thought of the problem 
novel. 

“Of course every novel worthy of the name must deal 
| with life in some form or phase,” he replied, “but what 

I understand by the term as usually employed, a prob- 
Jem novel deals with the sexual relation in some form 
‘and mainly emphasizes that relation. Such a novel, it 

seems to me, is not only absolutely worthless, but 
_ wholly vicious. 

“It may be written with great art, as so many French 
novels are, but even this does not relieve it from vicious- 
ness. And when the Anglo-Saxon with his or her clum- 
siness undertakes to deal with a problem novel of this 


sort, it amounts to simply exploiting the sexual relation — 


for the purpose of sale and the result is generally merely 
vulgar indecency, however popular such a book may 
become. 

think there was.a time when books that are now 
praised and talked about and written about would not 
have been tolerated. I fee] that there is no vital sub- 
ject which may not be properly written about if handled 
properly. Such a book may be as clear as if it were a 
poem on the morning. Take for example “The Heart of 
Mid-Lothian,’ ‘Adam Bede,’ or “The Scariet Letter,’ and 
there are many others like them, which can only: do 
good at the same time that they entertain. 


| to the verge of impropriety. Views have broadened 
since that time, and these are now accepted at their true 
value. This I believe to be because of the manifest and 
essential purity of design with which they were written 
no less than their art. 


“But there are many novels which we hear talked 
about commonly which are unfit to be placed in the 
hands of a decent woman, or for that matter a man, and 
which fail to do more harm only because the women 


their suggestiveness, which is only another name for 
filth. Still this sort of problem novel has done a great 
deal, in my judgment, to lower the tone of our social 
life, as many so-called problem plays have done. 


“The American nature has in it certain tendencies 
which are natural enough but which are also evil 
enough, and these novels pander to the evil that is in 
human nature instead of to the good, and they thereby 
tend to deprave the reader at the same time they in- 
“crease their public.” 

“Is their no hope?” asked the interviewer. 

Mr. Page changed his position again and smiled. 

“I believe in’mankind and that the world is getting 
better all the time,” he said. “While these novels do a 
great deal of harm, as do some plays, the balance is so 
largely in favor of what is clean and sound that the 
latter is continually increasing and foulness and filth 
are decreasing. 

“I am the last man in the world who would advocate 
anything like a censorship of the press,” Mr. Page con- 
tinued in answer to a question. “I feel that the yellow- 
est of yellow journalism is better than to have any law 
which would muzzle the press in any way, for the free- 
dom of speech and of publication are the strongest safe- 
guards of liberty. 

“I think, however, that the press with its great power 
ought to become more of a teacher of sound views and 
of righteousness than it is, and that managers of papers 
should insist that everything that appears in their pages 
should tend to she uplift of humanity. They should 
give the news as it is, but certainly every expression of 
opinion on the facts, whether they be facts in actual 
life or facts in the form of literature portraying life, 
should make for righteousness and not for its opposite.” 

“What is your idea as to what a novel should be?’ 
Mr. Page was asked. 

“My idea on the subject is much clearer to my mind, 
if I may say so, than I can express in words. From the 
reviews of novels one might imagine that there are 
hundreds if not thousands of persons able to write not 
only a novel, but the greatest novel of the time, whereas 
only the fewest possible number can write a novel that 
is worth the name, and our literature is made ridicu- 
lous by the assumption that a novel is what any person 
with a few rules of grammar at command can produce. 

“My idea is that a novel should be a reflection of the 
life and manners it undertakes to portray, absolutely 
true in this regard, but touched by imagination into a 
form to attract. It should be so well written that any 
reader would be enthralled by its story and 
feel that he was a part of its life and knew its 
characters, and it should sink so deep into the heart

“This is in brief what I think a novel should be, and 
I only wish,” Mr. Page added with a rare humility, “that 
I were able to come within a thousand miles of my 
ideal.” 


One Minute Wireless. 

“There is no other country with a trained squad of 
men possessed of apparatus which can be taken from 
a@ wagon, set up and put in operation, capable of sending 
a wireless message twenty-five miles and occupying one 
minute and eight seconds only from the time of com- 
mand, ‘Halt, open station!’ to the first buzz of the wire- 
less wave-producing spark,” says Popular Mechanics. 

“There is more to opening a wireless station than 
hauling the apparatus from the wagon. It means erect- 
ing a mast forty feet high, spreading for 150 feet each 
four stranded wires which perform the double pur- 
pose of holding up the mast and of serving as the an- 
tennae of the wireless set, spreading another smaller 
set of insulated wire at the base of the mast for a 
‘ground’ and connecting the instruments and the source 
of power. 

“When tle first portable wireless was made in this 
country a few years ago, a sixty-foot mast was required, 
demanding a complicated system of guys, a troublesome 
ground and several hundred feet radius of clear space 
for the erection of the station. The writer wel] remem- 
bers seeing the first tests of erecting this mast at Fort 
Myer, Virginia, and thinking that a hostile force would 
have litt'e trouble finding time to deniolish such an 
outfit during the three-quarters of an hour it took to get 
it in working order.”

One dispatch states that it will 
leave the orchards within city limits without »vrotec- 
tion and that the commissioner cannot enforce disinfee- 
tion till a city enacts its own ordinances to replace the 
act declared void by the Riverside decision. 

This is erroneous, as the act known as the County 
Horticultural Law gives the horticulturul commissioner 
ample authority to inforce orchard disinfection—author- 
ity that has been upheld by the highest courts of the 
“tate. I believe less attention should be given these 
county ordipances regulating the horticultural business. 
if the State’s own enactment is not sufficiently protec- 
tive that act could be amended to cover fumigation 
licenses, county quarantines and other points sought to 
be protected by these supervisoral ordinances. The 
time has come at last when public sentiment and legis- 
lative sentiment wil! give the fruit growers of the State 


just what they want in horticultural enactment. 
> 


Great State Movement. 


HE outlook is bright for the general standardization 

of deciduous fruits throughout the State for the com- 
ing season, The first meeting to bring this into effect was 
held in Placer county last November. The inciting 
cause was the loss of some of the best peach markets in 
the Northwest and damage to many more through the 
shipment of wormy peaches. Since the November meet- 
ing the movement to standardize the fruit pack has ta- 
ken form in Sutter, El Dorado, Solano, San Joaquin, So- 
noma, Napa, Shasta and Tehama. 

The crucial point came on the 26th of March, that date 
deciding that all fruit sent out from Placer county 
should conform to a standard in quality, size, brand and 
character of package adopted by the mass meeting held 
in November. The influence of Placer in deciduous fruit 
affair is as potent as that of Riverside, San Bernardino 
or Los Angeles in the citrus trade. Placer is the king 
of fresh fruit shippers. On the date above named I had 
the pleasure of seeing the movement to standardize 
made unanimous by a committee of growers and ship- 
pers delegated to decide the matter, the chief shippers 
agreeing by contract to ship nothing from their pack- 
ing-houses that had not passed the inspection certifying 
that it came within the requirements of the standard 
adopted. The plan provides for a public inspecting 
board whose dictum must be accepted by all growers 
and shippers. The packing firms surrender the right to 
inspect their own fruit, and agree to abide by the work 

of the authorized inspectors. This is all so radical that 

it is revolutionary, and if carried out in the spirit of the 
agreement, it will work wonders in the deciduous fruit 
trade.

Age of Wainut Trees. 
M. 


A., of San José, makes inquiry as to the 
,longevity of the English walnut tree. I have no 
' data relating to the age !imit of this tree im the old 
countries, and walnut culture in this State began so re- 
cently that aged trees are not possible. The oldest orch- 
ard I know of is now thirty-two years of age, and is 
yet one of the best producers of the State. The trees 
are of the hard-shell variety, but there is no evidence 
that the improved walnut will not live as long as the 
original kinds. The planting of soft-shells began in 
earnest about twenty-two years ago, though a few trees 
date back to 1880 for their origin. 

It is now nearly 150 years since the first English or 
Persian walnuts were planted. These trees have per- 
haps long since ail. disappeared, though they would have 
been living unto this time if properly cared for, the wal- 
nut being a hard wood of the most enduring nature. 
The first planting of which there is an authentic record 
occurred in Napa county not later than 1850, but there 

» % no trace of this planting now to be found. The blight 
@ the walnut first appeared about twelve years ago, but 
fis disease has not lessened the longevity of the trees, 
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as its attacks are somewhat superficial and do not viti- 
ate the mature wood: Tradition has it that the Per- 
sian walnut lives to extreme age in France and Spain. 


Millions on the Way. 


HIPMENTS of lady bugs began on the 20th of last 

month, and the demand for them is very insistent. One 
shipment of forty crates went to the Imperial Valley, 
and smaller lots are being dispatched to the Coachella 
territory. Reports from these lots show that the trav- 
elers arrived in fine condition, and were released wher- 
ever the aphids had made their appearance. The State 
insectary has been @ busy place for weeks receiving and 
packing nearly 60,000 bugs since the work began. These 
consignments are not going out in large lots altogether, 
but the superintendent has adopted graduated boxes, 
and many small orders are being dispatched. When a 
full account of the behavior of these beneficial creatures 
is received, I hope it may show that much good has 
been done in this campaign for the wholesale distribu- 
tion throughout the State. 


Testing Eastern Apples. 


T last the large valley apple territories of California 

are to have an extensive series of experiments with 
a dozen varieties of apples from eastern, northwestern 
and middle-western sections of the United States to de- 
termine whether a choice, large-sized, high-colored red 
apple can be successfully grown. C. H. Rodgers of Wat- 
sonville, one of the most successful apple men of the 
State, is making the trial of these varieties this sping 
on a scale that should be conclusive. He has brought 
in scions from eastern points, and will graft them to 
bearing trees which will require only a very few years 
to make the test. Stayman Winesap, Delicious, King 
David, Senator, Ben Hur, Champion, Imperial Red June 
and Black Ben Davis are included in the list of varieties 
to be tried. If successful, these apples will add new 
character and life to the apple trade of the Coast. 


Not Blackmail. 


CORRESPONDENT living in Los Angeles complains 

of having been grossly swindled in purchasing a lot 
of seeds from an eastern firm. While I believe the facts 
are as represented, it would be inadvisable to roast the 
firm, as requested. This same seedsman has been un- 
der investigation by the Postoffice Department with the 
hope of securing a fraud order that would bar the firm 
from the mails. But a man can defraud in such an 
adroit way that the law cannot touch him, and of such 
is our noted seedsman. [If the readers of The Times 
can find what they want from the plant and seed firms 
advertising upon the Farm and the Garden pages of 
this magazine, they will never have cause to complain 
of being swindled. Los Angeles is particularly blessed 
with honest florists and seedsmen/?and do not forget 
that the names of several are within a few inches of 
these remarks. 

One of the most prominent farm journals in the Uni- 
ted States runs a department devoted to running down 
small or large swindlers who have wronged a subscriber 
Every unsatisfactory deal or slighting treatment on 
the part of a firm may be reported to the editor. He 
first addresses to the firm a courteous letter asking for 
the other side of the case. Usually no attention is paid 
to these letters—for a while. After a second letter is 
treated with silent contempt a plain statement of the 
complaint is made in the columns devoted to similar 
stories. It soon begins to grind and the delinquent firm 
usually settles it with a refund check and begs the jour- 
nal to let up. Thousands of dollars have been restored 
in this way, but best of all, the journal is teaching 
these firms that the farmer is as much entitled to ad- 
justment of his complaints as are other business firms

observation is that most cases of failure with cauli- | 


flower are attributable to delay in starting the plants 
and planting out too late, and to insufficient or intermit- 
tent moisture supply. Summer heading of cauliflower is 
dificult unless the plants are started in the seed beds 
in the winter and planted out early in the spring—for a 
spring start from the seed is apt to amount to little. 
Winter heading is surer if the plants are in the seed 
beds by June and in the ground, properly irrigated and 
worked, in August. Besides the error of starting at 
wrong times many plantings go wrong toward the end 
of their course, through lack of work and water on the 
home stretch. In the milder regions it is possible to 


start so early that less attention, perhaps, has to be | 


given to watering, but where the local climate requires 
spring planting, the reason for failure is generally to 
be seen in the hard, dry ground on which the plants 
strive in vain to answer the grower’s_expectations. 
There is a wide difference in practice in different re- 
gions. On irrigated ground in the foothills seed is 
sown in the open ground in June or July, by making 
the soi] as fine as possible; sow the seeds and cover with 
a slight coat of well-rotted manure; keep well wet down. 
This prevents drying out and hardening of the ground 
and the plants come along finely. Similar practice is 
followed in regions of little frost-in other parts of the 
State at different times from July to September, for 
winter cutting. As eastern shipments of caulifiower 
continue from December through the winter, early 


growth of plants is necessary, and the fall weather is so | 
warm that the seed bed only needs a little sunshading | 


and ample moisture. 
In colder parts of the State, as for example in smal! 


valleys liable to sharp frosts, some seasons favor fall- 


grown plants, others do not, and though it is always 
advisable to have them for smal! plantings by those who 
delight in taking the chances on early things, January 
or February planting in a hot bed for spring and sum- 
mer growth must be the main practice. Hot-bed plants 
should be grown at rather a low temperature and trans- 
planted to a cold frame or other place under some cover 
to harden before planting out. Young plants must not 
be so wet as to “damp off,” and they should not be hud- 


dled together as closely as cabbages may be.—[Wick-

One of Our Social Evils. 


N EXT to the liquor question, what is commonly 


known as the “social evil”—as if there were only 

one social evil—is the most prolific in upsetting the 
balance of the things in our large cities, leading to a 
constant stream of bickering, hypocrisy, lying, bribery, 
and corruption. To attempt to “abolish” this thing in 
large cities is futile; that is to say, so long as human 
beings continue to inflame their blood with too much 
food, or overstimulating food—and that undoubtedly 
means as long as the human race exists, for no amount 
of preaching will do more than to induce a few people 
to reform their ways. If every one would adopt an 
entirely rational, moderate, non-stimulating dietary, 
this “social evil” and many other social problems, would 
be solved. Consequently, as an eminent student of the 
subject has said, we must choose between polygamy and 
prostitution. Even Moses found it impossible to stop 
this practice. 


To scatter prostitutes throughout a city is about as 
wise a thing as it would be to abolish smallpox hospi- 
tals and scatter the inmates all over town, or to do away 
with sewers and let the sewage run wherever it would. 
Obviously, therefore, as this feature of what we call 
“civilization” cannot possibly be abolished in large 
cities, the proper thing to do is to regulate it—to put 
it where it does not offend the public eye—in some re- 
mote or obscure part of the city where it can be found 
by those who seek it. Another advantage of regulation 
is that the awful dangers of venereal diseases, com- 
pared with which the ravages of consumption are tri- 
fling, may be minimized. These dangers affect not only 
the person directly interested, but may bring misery to 
a wife and innocent children, and to their offspring— 
that is to say, when treated as most of such cases are, 
in the “regular” manner, which tends, by the use of 
drugs, to retain the poison in the blood, instead of elim- 
inating it. 

In Pittsburgh, that physical and moral blot on the 
map of the United States, where they have been having 
one of those periodical reform outbreaks so character- 
istic of American cities, they were recently talking of 
closing up the houses of prostitution, and preparations 
had been made for 2000 of the women of the town to 
march upon the City Hall and demand of the Mayor 
that they should either be allowed to reopen their re- 
sorts, or that the city find some means by which they 
may make a living. This is another phase of the ques- 
tion which few enthusiastic reformers stop to consider. 
What is to become of these harlots if their occupation 
is taken from them? A woman recently gave a lecture 
on the subject before a Los Angeles woman's club, and 
a report says that many of the hearers were moved to 
tears. That is all right, as far as it goes, but it does 
mot go far enough. It is all very nice to express sym- 
pathy for these women on the platform, or in print, but 
how many of the women who thus pour out their feel- 
ings would take one of these girls into their homes, or 
into their employment, if they employ women? Would 
you, Madam, who read these lines—or any of your inti- 
mate friends? 

Again, here is a recent dispatch-from New York: 

“The murder of Ruth Wheeler, 15, when she went to 
the apartments of Albert Wolter, a white-slave trader, 
to answer an advertisement for a stenographer, has re- 
vealed terrible conditions in New York. 

“Seventy-five girls, between the ages of 15 and 17 
years, have dropped from sight within the past two 
months, only to be found by the police in questionable 
surroundings. Most of them were misled. 

“Fifteen have not yet been found. 

“Wolter, who was a pasty-faced youth of 19, with no 
prepossessing qualities, had two girls who worked on 
the streets for him, and lived with a third, Kittie Muel- 
ler. Wolter, by various methods, would bring about 
the downfall of a girl and would tell her that she was 
‘ruined,’ but that he would protect her from the police 
if she would go on the streets and work for him. 

“*That word “ruin” is one of the stand-bys of the 
white-slave traders,” says Mrs. Mary Freeman, super- 
intendent of the Florence Crittenton Home. 

“*That word “ruin” alone, with the ideas of hopeless- 
ness it conveys, has brought about the destruction and 
damnation of more girls than any other feature of the 
white-slave evil. 

“*The cruelty of society leads the world to pronounce 
this word “ruined” with terrible emphasis, but I insist 
that, at heart, many and many a girl who is misled and 
is even brought into evil ways through physical force, 
is not ruined. 

“*The world is still before her. She has not sinned, 
in reality. Why should the stain be put upon her? 

“*Yet it is. And the white-slaver finds that all he 
has to do to bring a girl into his power is to pronounce 
upon her the same curse that genteel society called down 
upon her—‘ruined.”’” 

True enough. Pitifully true. How much suffering 
and misery has been caused by the attitude of society 
toward girls who have given way to impulses that are 


neatth, On the other 


common in all healthy animals and human beings. Why 
should it be said that when a girl thus yields herself— 
in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred at the earnest 
solicitation of a man—that she is “ruined,” while the 
man is received by society with open arms, the worst 
that is sald of him being, perhaps, that he is “sowing 
his wild oats?” 


| This, of course, is an old problem that has been 
threshed out thousands of times, and will continue to be 
discussed from time to time, but it is Rone the less im- 
portant—this attitude of modern society toward women 
who have yielded to the importunities of men. It may 
be granted that woman, as the conservator of the hu- 
man race, and the one who for nine months bears the 
future men or women beneath her heart, should be 
more careful in her conduct than the man who “loves 
and rides away.” That does not, however, by any 
means, imply that a woman who is cajoled by a man 
she loves to yield to her natural instincts should for- 
ever afterward be regarded as “ruined.” There’s and 
old saying that runs: “Give a dog a bad name and 
hang him.” 


A society that so readily condones frequent laxity 
within the bonds of matrimony should not be too severe 
on those who occasionally ignore the ceremonial rite.

Passing of a San Francisco Restaurant. 


OMORROW being the fourth anniversary of the San 
Francisco earthquake, the following quotation from 
Will Irwin’s “City that Was” is appropriate: 


“One of the celebrated Bohemian restaurants of San 
Francisco was Coppa’s, in the old Montgomery Block. 
Its walls were covered with drawings cnd quotations, 
humorous and otherwise, done by the artists and wri- 
ters who loved to gather there. A line of black cats 
extended around the frieze. A specialty at Coppa’s was 
ravioli, a popular Italian dish composed of paste, spin- 
ach, chopped onions, sweetbread, chicken, eggs, sau- 
gage and a few other things, boiled in broth. ‘“Dago red’ 
floated freely at these meals where a spirit of good fel- 
lowship prevailed. 

“In the earthquake the Montgomery Block was 
spared, but everything was chaos within. A company 
of soldiers bivouacked at the corner to guard it from 
ghouls. A writer says: ‘One night while the great fire 
was still smouldering, the little crowd of Bohemians to 
whom Coppa’s restaurant was as a second home, gath- 
ered there to bid farewell to the old place forever, be- 
cause poor Signor Coppa had determined to move his 
restaurant away if ever the time should come when 
things should be cleared away. The food and drink— 
even the water for the coffee—had to be brought over 
from Oakland. Permission was secured from Col. Clem 
to have candle light, and the soldiers who were 
bivouacking in the street had orders to allow the party 
to remain as long as they liked and to make as much 
noise as they liked. This proved one of the merriest 
of feasts ever held at Coppa’s. An occasional slight 
earthquake tremor would send the girls into the street 
with their hearts fluttering, but they always returned, 
and the wit flowed like the precious wine then so scarce 
in the burned city. After it was all over the com- 
pany came out into the street, gave the password to the

Cold Storage of Foods. 


MAN who for more than half a century has been 
Boise cattle in California was recently quoted in 
The Times as saying that stock raisers get little more 
for their animals than they did fifty years ago. 

Again, in a Senate speech, Senator McCumber, of 
North Dakota, recently showed that a four-year-old 
steer, for which the farmer receives from $60 to $80, 
brings from $2000 to $3000 when served at one of the 
Washington restaurants, that a bushel of wheat for 
which the farmer receives, say, 90 cents, sells in the 
shape of a loaf at $3.75 a bushel, or as slices of bread 
in a restaurant, at $37.50 for a bushel, also that two 
potatoes served at a Washington restaurant cost as 
much as the farmer receives for an entire bushel of 
about three hundred potatoes. 

As the investigation into the increased cost of living 
progresses, it begins to look as if we should have to 
seek the chief cause of that increase, not in high prices 
paid to cattle raisers, in the tariff, or in the increased 
production of gold, but in the operations of a big trust 
of which the public has so far heard little—the cold- 
storage trust. Official reports published by the cold- 
storage companies are said to show that there is being 
held in cold storage—sometimes for years—one and one- 
half entire animal for each adult in the United States, 
this flesh food being held in 558 cold-storage plants, 
the total of the value of the food so stored amounting 
to hundreds of millions of dollars. Some of this food 
has been in storage for years. ;. 

This dangerous practice is not confined to the United 
States. A. London publication, the “Week End,” re- 
cently told of salmon and game kept in London in cold 
storage as long as five years. 

There ase two sides to this evil. One is the unnatu-

Natural Law and “Divine” Law.

These Eddyites al] have something 
to eat, they all believe in eating, and they believe in 
their power to continue to eat; they also believe that 
they are not going to be sick because there is no sick- 
ness. I am conscientious in the opinion that al! the 
difference that has been brought about in the mortu- 
ary reports of Massachusetts, or any other section of 
the world, has been brought about by this change from 
a disease-creating, deadly pessimism, to a hopeful, 
health-imparting optimism. This declaration, of course, 
makes me a genuine Eddyite, doesn’t it? I believe in 
trading one lie off for anothér so long as you can get 
a better one, and I am ready to pat any one on the 
back who can give me comfort and delight and lengthen 
my life by teaching me a better lie than the one I be- 
lieve.” 

There is no doubt, as frequently stated here, that one 
of the leading reasons for recoveries credited to Chris- 
tian Science is the fact that converts are instructed at 
once to given up the taking of drugs of all kinds. This 
alone is often enough to effect a cure. 

If the Christian Scientists would only be rational in 
‘using natural methods of aiding nature to throw off dis- 
ease and stop affirming such dream stuff as that “all 
is mind,” then the editor of the Care of the Body would 
have little cause to quarrel with them. As it is, how- 
ever, they are doing much harm as well as some good, 
because they teach their followers to ignore the laws 
of nature. For instance, in a recent contribution to a 
local paper an official representative of Christian Sci- 
ence denied that disease and suffering are the results 
of broken laws, that “there are material laws of health 
which, if understood and obeyed, would remove all lia- 
bility to physical inharmony.” He added: “The effort 
has been to search out these laws and teach mortals how 
to obey them. The results have not been satisfactory. 
- + + The effort to gain health, or to preserve it 
through obedience to material law has encountered nu- 
merous difficulties. Christian Science teaches 
there are laws of health which, when understood and 
obeyed, heal the sick and prevent disease and suffering. 
These laws are the laws of Divine Mind, and not the 
so-called laws of matter. . . . Divine Mind is recog- 
nized as the only intelligent substance and Life.” 

Such teaching as this is misleading, illogical and 
harmful. The only “divine” laws are the laws of na- 
ture. If we break those laws we shall get sick. If we 
obey those laws we shall be well. No matter how stren- 
uously you may affirm that “all is mind,” you will most 
assuredly become sick if you break the laws of nature 
by wrong living, especially by wrong eating, for man is 
composed of that of which he builds his body. “As a 
man eateth so is he.” That is natural law which is 
all the “divine” law we know or shall ever know. 


Mustard Greens. 


HE uncultivated valleys and foothills of Southern 
California are now beginning to take on a bright 
yellow tinge. The wild mustard, so characteristic of 
this section, is in bloom. In the early days this wild 
mustard grew so high between Los Angeles and the 
ocean that it would hide men on horseback, and robbers 
took advantage of this fact to waylay travelers from. 
the port of Wilmington to the old Pueblo. 


is an important commercial crop, being raised for the 
seed, which is exported to the East and Europe. When 
you flavor your beefsteak with a choice brand of Eng- 
lish mustard, it is quite likely that the seed from which 
it is made came from Santa Barbara county, having 
made a little journey of about 15,000 miles. 

The leaves of the mustard are a valuable food—valu- 
able because of the organic salts in which they abound. 


That is to say, they are valuable if they are not spoiled 
in cooking. The best way is to eat them raw in a salad 


| mixed with other less pungent plants, such as lettuce, 
/ watercress, tomatoes, etc. Some claim that the larger 


leaves are more tender than the small ones when 


. cooked. In England “mustard and cress” is a favorite 


flavoring for bread and butter with afternoon tea. The 
mustard and the cress are cut when only a couple of 
inches high. As children in England, the editor of the 
department and his brothers would take delight in 
planting out in the garden this mustard and cress, in 
all sorts of geometrical figures and letters. In a week 
or ten days it would be ready to eat. You may even 
grow the mustard when you plant it on a wet rag. 
When this, or any other green stuff, is cooked, great 
care should be taken not to waste or change the or- 
ganic salts more than you can possibly help. Other- 
wise, it is like boiling tea, throwing away the liquid, 
and eating the leaves. The Hindoos, who are strict 
vegetarians, understand this art of cooking vegetables. 
An interesting paper on the subject by Nihal Singh, of 
India, was published in the Nautilus for April. Here is 
an extract from it, a recipe for cooking mustard greens: 
“Wash the greens thoroughly, cut them in shreds 
with a sharp knife and put them over the fire, dripping 
wet, in a tightly-covered saucepan in which one table- 
spoonful of butter has been melted. If necessary to add 
water, use it very judiciously, in smal! quantities, so 
there will be no liquid on the greens when they are

Penalties ard Reward of Taste. 


ERE are two more volumes of ng and schol- 
arly essays by Dr. Norman Bridge of Los Angeles, 
whose book “House Health” was reviewed here a few 
weeks ago. They are entitled “The Penalties of Taste.” 
(Duffield & Co.. New York.) and “The Rewards of 
Taste.” (Herbert S. Stone & Co., Chicago and New 
York.) 
The titles of the essays in the first volume are: 
“The Penalties of Taste;” “Two Kinds of Conscience;” 
“Bashfulness;" “The Nerves of the Modern Child;” 
“Some Lessons of Heredity:” “Our Poorly 
Educators.” In the other book the eight essays are as 
follows: “Some Tangents of the Ego;" “The Mind for 
a Remedy;” “The Etiology of Lying;” “Man as an Air- 
Eating Animal;:” “The Rewards of Taste;” “The Psy- 


ness;” “The Discordant Children.” 

In his opening essay on “The Penalties of Taste,” Dr. 
Bridge says: 

“The happiest people are not the highly wrought; 
those excessively developed in a particular direction, 
however much they may in their lives enrich the com- 
munity; but rather the common middie class of folk 
who are not censoriously particular about their tidiness 
or their grammar. Manifold annoyances of the critical 
class are to them unheard of. They work and play and 
snooze on oblivious of many such frets and worries as 
beset their hypersensitive neighbors. These last—the 
hyperesthetics—are, with the squalid poor whose spirits 
are broken by their struggles, the real unfortunates of 
the world.” 

The author might have enlarged somewhat on the 
sufferings of those sensitive people to whom an Ill- 
constructed dwelling, a lack of harmony in colors, or @ 
lot of hideous telegraph poles cause an actual pain. He 
is probably correct In intimating that the penalties of 
high refinement t taste more than counterbalance the 
increased enjoyment which supersensitive persons de- 
rive from acute perspective faculties. 

Here is an extract from the essay on “Bashfulness:” 

“One of the most disagreeable vices of mannerism is 
the habit of interjecting into one’s conversation little 
explosions of laughter quite without meaning and usu- 
ally without the smallest occasion for mirth. In the 
main it is very silly. It is a common habit; a man 
will laugh with every sentence or every third sentence 
whether grave or gay; even death itself gets its giggle, 
and he may scold if it is a gentle scolding, and may 
tell of his gravest misfortune in the same manner. 
Only when he is in deep anger or great fear does he 
drop this habit. He will describe a slaughter, read a 
sentence of death, and condole with mourners with the 
aid of his own little laugh, and he doesn’t know it, or 
if he knows it, he is tncapable usually of seeing how it 
looks to others. The habit always starts in bashful- 
ness, and has no other genesis whatever. But it gives 
the critics the ground for unfavorable comment which 
they never neglect; they never exercise a charitable 
judgment, but, with the inexorableness of fate, they 
give the individual a character and estimate colored 
about as badly as possible by the fact of this manner- 
ism.” 

In another essay Dr. Bridge gives the following ex- 
cellent advice in regard to the treatment of children: 

“As far as possible we ought to let the children alone, 
and stop the common incessant effort to entertain them. 
This effort continues the harmful effects of too much 
emotional attention in infancy. Let them entertain 
themselves; this will develop their minds and rest their 
emotions. We ought to observe them, with their 
knowledge, and talk about them in their presence less. 
We do this now so much as to provoke a series of most 
vicious emotions that grow into bad life habits. Fairy 
tales and fairy talk are unwholesome to most of them. 
The average child already has too much imagination; it 
is a beautiful thing, but it is not necessary to increase 

Here is some sensible talk in regard to the folly of 
fashion: 

“Less dress parade in our lives is necessary. Reduce 
the everlasting dressing of our bodies, houses, tables 
and equipages! It all becomes a bugbear to the tired- 
out brain, and it tires the brain. [It is what makes 
women feel like going crazy when they think of pack- 
ing their trunks for a trip to a fashionable resort, and 
it makes some of them really crazy. Such parade is a 
silly demand that our conceit and envy make upon us, 
to the worry of the tired brains. and with the paltriest 
return in life’s recompense.” 

Writing of “Man as an Air-eating Animal,” Dr. 
Bridge, referring to starch, says: 

“It is the food of the man directly. Indirectly it is 
his food received through bodies of animals which he 
eats.” 

Yes, but in getting it indirectly through the animals 
you also get the waste matter with which their blood is 
charged when killed, even if they are quite healthy, 
which domestic animals raised for food seldom are. 
Sensible people prefer to take their food “straight” 
rather than filtered through the veins of an animal— 
often a sick animal. 


Vegetarianism in Africa. 


YN Physical Culture for February was an article on 
“Vegetarianism in Central Africa,” by Guy Walter 
Sarvis, said to be one of the three living men who have 
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Care of the Body.

crossed Central Africa from east to west. He writes of 
his experience with African porters. Ip closing his ar- 
ticle he says: 

“It is perfectly evident from what 1 have said that 
the highest type of physical vigor and endurance can be 
developed from even a very smal! amount of vegetable 
food. On the other band, I believe it is a general prin- 
ciple that where a high proportion of meat is used by 
foreigner or native in Africa, or any other tropical coun- 
try, the results are especially deleterious. My observa- 
tion in Africa is confirmed by my experiences during 
two years’ residence in India. Dr. Grenfell, a Baptist 
missionary who lived for more than thirty years on the 
Congo, made it a rule never to eat canned meat, and 
rarely ate meat at all. He enjoyed the most remark- 
able health, and rarely suffered from the ubiquitous 
African fever. In the face of euch facts as I have 
cited, the folly of contending that meat is necessary to 
promote physical vigor is apparent. In America and 
in Africa the finest, cleanest, most vigorous physical 
specimens of manhood and womanhood that one can 
find are developed and sustained on a vegetable diet.” 


Again, in the Outlook for October 16, 1909, Dr. W. 8. 
Rainsford, referring to the African porters, said: 

“In the line of steady, patient, successful burden 
bearing under circumstances of extreme difficulty he is 
probably without a rival on the globe. He will travel 
farther and faster, he will endure greater hardships, and 
more successfully resist disease, eat more frugally, and 
cost less than any other human burden bearer on earth. 
Carrying sixty to ninety pounds a man, from fifteen to 
twenty-five miles a day for severa] thousand 
miles, I have seen him march; a cupful of coarse meal 
or gritty rice and beans his daily ration. . 1 grew 
to. wonder increasingly at the pent-up stores of energy 
within him. ... No white man’s head and shoul- 
ders could possibly have endured the strain laid on 
theirs. They would lie down for a few moments—and 
a few moments seemed enough—then, without orders, 
in the vast majority of cases, the remaining work was 
undertaken. The day had begun at 4:30 a.m., 
the big meal] of the day would not be over till 7 at 
night (they eat but two meals a day,) and surely the 
sefari has done enough to use up its energy. But no, 
far from it; after the fires are built some one starts a

Food Preservatives All injurious. 


DISPATCH from Portland recently announced that 

a resident of that city claims to have rediscovered the 
lost Egyptian art of preserving vegetable and anima! 
matter through the ages. He says he can take roses 
that have withered, and after moistening them cause 
them to burst into bloom. Also, that he can restore 
dried corn on the cob to its origina! freshness. 

This may be all right for wilted roses, but don’t al- 
low any chemically-preserved food to get into your 
stomach, or you will regret it—that is to say if you 
make a practice of eating such food. 

Surelv, any intelligent schoolboy ought to be able to 
ur _erstand that whatever will restore decay outside of 
the body must necessarily delay digestion—a process 
of disintegration, if not of decay—in the body. Yet we 
find learned scientists and Legislatures wasting a great 
amount of time in discussing as to whether food pre- 
servatives are or are not injurious. However, in a great 
majority of cases this waste of time is caused, not by a 
search for the truth, but by the efforts of greedy manu- 
facturers to protect their Interests at the expense of 
the public health. 

All food preservatives are injurious—some more, 
some less, even salt, sugar and smoke. 


The Germ Theory. 


F you really. desire to know whether the germ theory 

is at present held by the profession, embracing as it 
does all imaginable dangers from flies. dust, sputum, 
etc., is true, al] you need do is just to pinch yourself 
and see if you are alive! If you are, that settles it, for 
otherwise you would not only have been dead long ago, 
but you never would have been born; your parents, 
grandparents and ai! other relatives for many genera- 
tions back would never have existed. The race would 
long ago have perished from the face of the earth. 

On the other hand, if you find you are dead, it does 


not follow that your misfortune arose from the so-called 


germs, but which are the direct reverse of what this 


name implies: they are nature’s scavenging aids in the 
cure of whatever disease they accompany, and you died 


in spite of their help.
